es Le The firft proof of Tamerlaxes Fortune and Valour, was acainft 
war aeaintt he the greac Duke of Mo(co, or Emperour of Rwfia, for {poyling of a 
Mufcovites, City which had puric felf under -his protection, and for entring 
his Country,and proclaiming war againft him: whom hein a greac 
His vidtory,  bacttel overthrew, having flain cwency feventhoufand of the A4m/- 
covitesfootmen, and between fifteen and fixteen thoufand horfe- 
men, with the lofs of fcarce eight thoufand horfemen, and four 
thoufand footmen of his own. After which batrel Tamerlane 
beholding fo many thoufands of men] ying dead upon the ground, 
was fo far from rejoycing thereat, thac curning himfelf co oneof 
his familiar Friends, he lamented the condition of fuch as com- 
mand over great Armies, commending his Fathers quiet courfe 
of life, accounting him happy in feeking for re(t, and fuch mo 
unhappy, which by the deftruétion of cheir own kind, foughe 
co procure their own glory, protefting himfelf even from his 
heart to begrieved to fee fuch fad tokens of his Victory. _Alha- 
cen in hiseArabick Hiftory of Tamerlane, makes this Narrative of 
Bisbarcel with the batcel. The Adafcovite (faich he ) hada great Army, which 
the Mafcovites he had gathered together out of fundry Nations: and Tamerlane 
intending not to puc up fuch wrongs and indignities, affembled 
all his Forces, and chofe of his Allies. The Mufcovites forces were 
fuch as had been well crained up in thewars; For having larely © 
concludeda peace with the King of Poland, he had from thence 
ten thoufand very good horfemen : There were alfo with him ma- _ 
ny Hungarian Gentlemen, under the condu& of one Hlad: lara, 
who brought wich him more than eight thoufand horfe ; fo that he 
had in his Army above eighty thoufand horfe, and one hundred 
thoufand

thoufand foormen, Tamerlane had in bis Army about one hundred 
and twenty thoufand horfe, and one hundred and fifty choufand 
foor, but not fo good fouldiers as the Mufcovites ; for his Subjeéts 
had been long trained up in peace uncer his peaceable Father ; 
and though they had been fomecimes exereifed, yet they wanted 
che practical part of war. 
Z amerlanes order in his march was this,He caufed all his Arm 
to be divided inco fquadrons, each confifting of fix thoufand horfe, 
fave his own, which confifted of ten choufand ; fo that he made 
eighteen fquadrons befides his own. The Avantguard was condu- 
cted byOdmar,who led eight {quadrons which were flanked by for- 
ty thoufand foormen,divided on rhe right and left fides,who thot 
aninfinice number of Arrows. The battel was conduécted by Ta- 
merlane, Who,wich his own, led ten fquadrons, and fifty thoufand 
footmen,the beft and choicett fouldiers of his whole Army. The 
Prince of Thanats, his kinfman, led the Arereward with fix f ua- 
drons of horfe,and forty thoufand foors his forlorn Hope confitted 
of fome three thoufand horfe, adventurers. The Mufcovites fought 
by double Ranks with Lances, and they feemed to bea greater 
number than Tamerlanes, making a teat noife > but Famerlanes <i 
skill and multicude at length overcame the force and valour of the His videry, 
Mnfcovites, the victory bending to the Parthians fide, which they 
purfued hotly.

The Prince flacked no time after fo great a victory, buc march- 
ing on, cameinto the borders of the Mufcovites, whom heenfor- 
ced cochis agreemenr.

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All watch being agreed to,he returned with great concent and elo- 
ry co his: Facher. | 

Shorcly after, che great Changs of Tartary( his Fathers brosher ) 
being grownold, and ouc of hope of hiving'any more children; 
moved:with the Fame of his Nephew after chis victory, fenc him 
divers prefents; and withal, offering him his only Davehterin 
marriage,fenc him word chat he woald proclaim him Heir apparenc 
to his Empire, as indeed in right he was, being his Brorters Son, - 
andthe Daughters not ufing to {ucceed in thofe Empires : Which 
fo greacan otter Tamerlane gladly accep:ed, and fo the marriage 
was afcerwards with greac crumph at che old Emperours Court 
folemnized,and confummated,and our Tamerlane according to his 
Unctes promife, and his own right was proclaimed Heir apparent 
of chac.great Empire. | 

Thus was. 7 amet /ase made great, being ever after chis marriage, 
by theold Emperour his Uncle and now his Father tn Law,fo long 


ashe lived, notably fupported, and afcer his death he fucceeded

him in chat fo vatt, and mighty an Empire. Before his martiage 
Tamerlane would needs be crowned, co-the intent that none 
{fhould think that the Crown came to him by the right of his wife, 
but by his own right ; and during his abode in the City of Oxav;- 
cas,where the old Emperour was, he was entertained with all kind 
of triumphs,wherein he alwaies carried away the Bell, whetber in 
fhooting in the bowjin chanetng of horfes in the middeft of their 
courfessin Tilcings, and in all other exercifes which required agili- 
cy or ftrength ; and fo-after two months he returned with his wife 
to Samercand 3in which City he delighted exceedingly to remain, 
becaufe the fituation thereof was fair, and being watered with 
agreat River, was'a place of oreat Traffick, whereby it was made 
richerthan any other inthat Country: And whenfoever he recei- 
ved intelligence from the Emperour his Uncle, he ‘{till imparted 
the fame to Odmar whom he ufed as his right hand 1m all his great 
affairs: . There was alfo in his Coure a Chrifttan whom ‘he loved 
much,and every one-eteatly refpe@ed,called Axallaa Genovor by 
birch, brought: up from his youth about bis perfon, for he couns 
tenanced all chat worfhipped one only God thar was the Crestor 
of all things. And aboue chis time the old-Emperour fent tro him 
to ftir him up to‘wat againtt che great King of Chia, who {tiled 
himfelf, Lord ‘of the World, and Son of the Sux, who-had exceeded

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his bounds,and incroachéd upon the Tartarjan Empire: This was 
no {mall encerprife,and therefore before he would begin rhe fame, 
“he fent Ambafladours to the King of Chiva to demand reltiturion 
of bis Lands, and the paffiges of a River called 7chsi,which were 
within che Yartarian Border, and on this fide chat {tupendious 
wall builded on purpofe by che Kings of (hina for the defence of 
their Country again{t the incurfions of the Tartars: and whilt he 
_ attended for che return of his Ambaffadors, expecting a Negative 
anfwer, he caufed his ferces to be affembied cogerher from all 
parts, appointing their rendezvous to be in the Horda of Bafchir : 
The old Emperour alfo aflembled for his aid, two hundred thou- 
fand fighting men, wherein wereall the brave men of his Coure 
that were accuftomed cothe wars: For this Emperour had greatly 
encreafed his limits,and conquered a great Country, fo as all rhefe 
men Were well trained upin the wars, and had been accuftomed 
to travel and pains; Thefe wereto joyn with Zamerlanes Army 
in the Deferts of Ergimsal at acertain day. Inchemeantime the 
Ambaffadours which were fenr,recurn and inform the Prince that 
this proud King of China wondred how any durft denounce war

againft him,making this lofry anfwer : That Tamerlane hould con- The King of 


teut himfelf with that which he had left hinz, which alfe be might have 
taken from him, 8c. | 

This anfwer being heard, our Prince marched diredtly to his 
Army,gave otders for conveiance of viétuals from all parts, fent to 
haften forwards his confederates, imparted the anfwer to the old 
Empcrour, caufed the infolence of the King of Chizato be publi- 
fhed, chat all the world might know che jultnefs of hiscaufe ; yer 
. before his deparcure,he went to take leave of his own Father, who 
© endued wich a fingular and Facherly affeGtion, kiffed him.a thou- 
fand times, made folemn prayers for his profpericy, drew.off his 
Imperial Ring, and gave it him, telling him chat he fhould never 
fee him again, for that he was hafting ro his laftreft; and calling 
Odmar bad him farewel, requiring his faichfulnefs to his Son. 

The Prince having performed chis dury, returned to Samercand, 
where the Emprefs his wife remained, whomhe took along with

prefently departed, committing the charge and care of his King-

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Thefe things being difpatched, he marched forwards in the 
middeft of his Army, which confifted of fifty choufand horfe, 
and a hundred choufand foormen, relying principally on the For- 
ces of the great Cham his Uncle: yet he left order chat the reft of

he was {tayed by the way in regard of fome diftemper of his body, 
contracted by reafon of his change of the aire, yet the Forces 
which Catiles,Captain of the Army of the great Cham conduéted, 
went daily forwards, Now the news of his diftemperature was 
bruted abroad in‘all places, yet did he not negle&t to fendcothe — 
great Chams, and often to advertife him of the ftate of his health, 


to the end that the fame fhould not caufe any alteration which 


mighe arifein thar ereac Empire whereunto he was lately advan- 
ced: For he was very fufpicious of a greit Lord, named Calix, 
who was difcontented with his advancement, and had not yetac- ~ 
knowledged him,as all ocher his fubjeéts had: and indeed ic was 
not without caufe chat he fulpeéted him, for Calix being inform- 
ed chat the forces of che great Cham were advanced beyond the 


Mountains, having paffed the River of Afeas, and were encam-

fubtilty, 


ped at Boupros,. and thac Tamerlane was fick, he thought it a fit 
time for his encerprize,and thereupon aflembling the greateft part 
of his moft faichful followers,he cold chem that now was the time 
for them to fhake off the yoak of the Parthians, who othetwife 
would enflave them ; and feeing thac now their Prince was fo bad- 
ly minded as to tranflate the Empire to Tamerlane of his own 
mind, without calling them to Council which hadiinrereft in the 
election,thar chis was the only means to affure cheir libercy,which 
otherwife was like to be loft: He caufed alfo-a rumour to be fpread, 
that Tamserlane was very fick,the Emperour old and crazy,and chat 
his forces were far feparated fron him; yet like cunning Tray- 
tors,they difpacched away a meffenger to the great Cham,to aflure 
him that they bended not their forces againft him, but were his 


faichful and obedient Subje&ts ;. and they only armed rhemfelves 


becaufe chey would not be governed by the Parthiaus,. cheit anct- 

ent enemies, er ! 
As foon as our Prince was advertifed of the pretences of Calix, 
he marched ohe daies journey forward, tothe end that he (might 
aporoach unto Calibes, who,what face foever he fer on the matter, 
| yet 
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yet hearkened what would become of Calix, 
‘Tikewife make fome commotion.

Tamerlane in his March went to Caindw, and from thence to 


C4latia, where he expeCted to meet with the forces of his native 


Country of Sachetai, yet did he not negleét to fend forward his 
_ Army towards Cambaln, which caufed the inhabican:s » to their 
great terrour, to think chat all: his forces were already on their 
neck. Calix perceiving that the Citizens beean already corepent 
_ his entertainment, choughr ic not fafe to remain amoneft them , 
and therefore, withdrawing himfelf, he fent for his forces from all 
- parts,refolving te meet Tamerlane in the field,and to pur all upon 
theevenc.and hazard ofa bacrel. He drew out of Cambalu fifty 
thoufand men, whereof twenty thoufand were Citizens , the 
other thirty choufand were the Garrifon-Souldieis,placed there by 
the old Emperour, Cadjx having corrupted their Leaders, and fo 
: procured them to joyn with himin chisrevolr. In fhort, having 
affembled all his forces, his Army confilled of fourfcorethoufand 
horfe, and one hundred thoufand foormen, which he gathered 
| from all parts. : | 
__ Inthe mean time Tamerlane’s Army marching forward , his 
Scouts, which were two thonfand horfe, had news of che Army of 
Calix, which came forward directly towards them , of which 





they fpeedily advertifed the Emperour, who thereupon prefently

on thecontta y the enemies Army was chen in.its chiefelt force , 
and began to feel the want of victuals. sited 
© Cals was about fourty years old, a Captain renowned with the 
great Cham, and one of che chiefelt im dignicy and place about 
him,fo chat many of the Tartars had alwaies refpected him as a 
perfon moft worchy of the Empire, ifthe glory of Tamerlane and 
his repuration hid not fo far exceeded. | 

The Armies began to be in view one of another about eight a: 
clock in the morning, and many skirmithes began becwixt chen 
before they came to the main Bagel. The place wherein they 
met at thaccime, was a great Plain, with like advantage on Cle. 
ther part. Odmsar led the Avanguard, wherein were.fourcy thou. 
find horfe, and eighty thoufand foor, which he divided intro three 
{quadrons ; the fir{t whereof he fent before him to begin che Bar-. 
tel. Zamer lane marched 1n the {ame order, but his fquadrons were | 
much ftronger. The foormen of both made the right and lef 
wings. Tamerlane had drawn out fix thoufand Parthian horfemen, 
and twothoufand Tartarian-for his Areareguard, which:he com-. 
mucted co his faithful fervant Axala ; a manofgteat judemenr, 
quick of conceir, andingreat efteem amongit the fouldiers, al- 
though he, being a Chriftian, worfhipped God in another manner 
then they did;.and he had many other Chriftians wich him , 
whom be had drawn from the Georgians, and the EaxineSea,- 
who fought wich grea agilicy, | 

Calix on the other fide, whowasa well fpoken man ,~ was 
exhorting and encouraging his Souldiers to. fight for his For. 
cine, andthe Liberty of their Nation; Hedivided his Army. — 
inco chree main Bartels, himfelfremaining inthe midft, encom-. 
paffed with his Foormen, and fo the Batrels joyned, where,after 
a cerrible fight,Ca/rx fell into Axalla’s hands,being taken fighting. 
valiantly, which Axalla caufed co be prefently proclaimed Sock 
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the Army, to the overthrow of the courage of all the Adverfaries , 
who hereupon immediately fled. Calx was kept till che next day, 


and then by a Council of War was adjudged to death ; whereupon 


Tamerlane caufed his head co be ftrickem off, the which he jent 
as aprefencco theinhabitants of Cambala: The like he caufed 
to be done to all che chief Leaders, noc our of a cruel dif- 


polition, bur enforced hereto by neceflicy, knowing very well 


chac che way to cur off the foor of Civil War, is to punith 


the Heads of the fame, which, as Hydra’s, grow up (00 


fat. 

After this, Zamerlane with his Army marched into the King- 
domrvof Cathay, a Country rich in grafs, ‘and all kind of paftures , 
abounding with great quantity of beafts and people, which knew 
not what War ineant, and che Prince gave command that they 
fhould not be ufed as Enemies, bur as his good Subjects;and wher- 
as divets Cities had adheared to Calix,. they came now.and hum- 
bled chemfelves before him, craving pardon, which he gave rhem, 
enjoyning them only to provide victuals for his Army, which alfo 
they willingly did. Thisexample of Lenity was of no {mall im- 


_ porcance for the appeafing of others, which had pur all their hope 
— inextremity, refolving co fell their lives dear, and efpecially che 


Inhibitants of Cambala hadtaken this refolution, but being in- 
formed of the Emperours:clemency, they changed their purpofe : 
Yeétas che Army daily approached nearer,their fears encreafed, but 
Tamerlane was daily informed byhis Friends in the City, that 
the inhabitants refolved to obey the Conqueror; and therefore 
leaving his Army at Gowfa, he only fent thircy rhoufandto the 
City, which was-the ordinary Garrifon, and wichin rwo hours 


after, entred che Ciry himfelf, where he was receivéd with oreat 


magnificence - yet would henot pronounce their pardon, but re- 


ferred all co the old Emperorsand to the ordinary courfe of Jultice:

Bur (faith he ) vvhereas I had thought to give my felf fome eafe « 
I perceive that in (tead of the delicacies, and pleafures of Quinfay, 
i mult meke che defarcs of Cipridie my refting place after my tra- 
vels in this nevy victory : yet a rumor being fpred that the Prince 
intended to vifit the Emperor, every man began to defirero re 
turn into his ovvn Countrey, hoping co enjoy the fyveetnefs of hig 
native foil « which Yamser/ane being informed of, calling his Arm 
to a Rendevouz, he chus {pake unto them, “¢ We have (my faith- 
“ful fouldiers begun an enrerprife againit che King of China,vvho

“nels of (a/sx, and were driven to turn thebridle to punith him }

“* means of your vveapons) of rhofe of our unfaithful Subjects,and

Butic 
fell our far ocherwife, for jul as Tamerlane with his Army came 
to the Wall, they faw Axalle with wwencythotfand, being fol- 
lowed by the Prince of Thanais with thirty choufand choice foul- 
diers more, who, without any words, fellupon che Chisois; and 
Odmar,who gave the firft affaule upon the Wall, eafily in chat di- 
liraCtion brakethrough, and foche Chinois were cut off between 
the two Armies : and\Axalla, before the Prince of Thanaiscame 
up to him had routed them 3 Great riches were gotten tha day, 
and the King of China’s Cozen was taken prifoners much gold was 
found as vvell on their Arms,as on their horfes furniture, buc they 
{fhevved no great valour. : | 

The nevys of this overthrovv. being carried to the King of Che- 
nas Who Was now at Oxantifou, it brought great aftonifhmentto 
him, for that he judged ic impoffible co have been effected, fo chac 
every onewas filled with tears, fears, and lamentations for cheir 
friends. Yerthe King gathers forces from all parts , calling alfo 
che Prielts, and fuch as'had’the charge of his unholy holies to come 
unto him, commariding them to offer facrificesto their gods, 
whereof the Sunisthe principal, requiting the fame to be obferved 
through allthe Cities and then chatevery one chat was able to. 
bear Arms, fhould mount on horfeback, and fpeedily repair to the 
King at Paguinfon, whither he fufpe&ed that Tamserlane would 
march, forithat it was one of the Cities neareft to the borders. In 


_ the meantime Tamerlane beat down the Wall, the better to affure 


his return, as.alfo.che Fortreffes upon all the paffages, all vvhich, - 
upon his Victory vere eafily furrendreé to him. Hefhevved 
nimfelf very courteous tothe people upon the Mountains, and 
gave.to the Lord thar had conduéted his Army, 4 Country which 
bordered upon his, -wvherein vvere feven or eight good Tovvns, 
vwho came and delivered up the Keys tohim: He gave him alfo 
the Government of the Frontier-province of Xianx:, thevving 
himfelf co bea Prince of his vvord, and referved the revvardine of 
his Brother-till’he had farther opportuniry, 6 
Whilft he vvas thus employed, nevvs vvas brought him chat tte — 
hembled his forces, and vvas marchine for- 

vvard, himfelf being there in perfon ; as alfo chat he had ee

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ened the Garrifons in all his Cities which of chemteives were weil 
fortified. Upon this intelligence Tamerlaue called a Council of 
War, and having heard the opinions of all his Captaines, he re- 
folved to take 1n tome famous City, that thereby his Army mighe 
be betcer provided for, and chen to give che K ng of China bittel 
intkefield. For the effecting of the firft, herefolved toaffiu'c 
Paguinfor, which was a great City, flrongly fortihed, and weil re- 
fenifhed with people 5 and for this end he fent Odmar with for- 
ry choufand horfe to f{ymmon it, and co prevent the farcher viétu- 
alling of it,and to hinder the driving away of the cattel our of the 
champion-Countrey about it, which might nourith his Army: He He befeges 
alfo caufed che Lord Axalla(whom now he had made Lieutenane Paguintou. 
General of all his foot) to follow Odmar with all his foor, which 
were near a hundred and fifty thoufand men,Wwell trained,and ex- 
perc in war, himfelf marching immediately after with all his horfe- 
men, Artillery, Engines, and other AMmunitions belonging to 
the war, direétly to Paguinfou. 
Odmar made fuch halt that he arrived unexpected by the Citi- 
zens, who rather looked for their King then for an enemie : and 
having caken much cattel, wherewith chat Counrrey abounded,he 
pitched his tents on the farther fide ofche City: Therehe conti- 
nued two or three dates,giving che City many Alarms, till the In- 
fancry led by chat brave Chriftian Gexuois (hewed rhemfelves in 
che Plain of Pagsinfor : Then was che City fummoned, but they 
returned an{wer, 7 hat they were refolved to live and die in the fer- 
vice of their Prince. By the way you muft underftand, thar about Formerly +2. 
forty years before, the Father of this prefene King of Chizahad ken trom the 
conquered this City and Counrrey from the Tartars, and had fo Tartars. 
planted the fame with new Colonies, that out few of the Zartar:- 
ans remained, except only in the flac Countrey, and fome {mall 
watled Towns, who all came with their Keies, and willingly 
fubmitted to Tamerlane, whereby he had great plentie of victuals 
in his Army, which made him hope for good fuccefs ; there being 
nothing that doth fooner overthrow great Armies, then the wanc 
thereof. | 
Thus was Pagurxfon befieged round, the foormen lying within 
a flighr-fhoot of the wai’, the Citizens and fouldiers u@ng their 
beit endeavour for their defence, and Tamerlane doing che like 
for rheir offence.

Axalla having viewed a great Suburb, which wasin length al- 
mott half a league,fuppofed that che Citizens kept no watchthere, 
and therefore acquainting the Emperor with his purpofe, in che 
firft watch of the night, his men being all ready wich fealing Lid- 
ders,ne affaulred the fame in fundry places,and after a great fight 
encred and cuc in pieces at lea(t eight thoufand men which were 
within the fame-yet on one fide where they expected co be affuult- 
ed, he loft many of his men. The taking of this Suburb did great- 
ly aftonith rhe Citizens, who obferving the valour of the Tartari- 
ans, beganco fufpect their own fafery: By this Suburb there 
ran a River, which being now under the command of Awalla, he 
{topt all provifion from going to the Cicy. | 

In the meantime the King of China’s Army approached,which 
was very great; whereupon the Emperor determined to go in 
perfon, and meet him with che greaceft part of his horfemen, buc 
to leave molt of his foot to continue the fiege, being very def:- 
rous to take the Ciry; for the accelerating whereof, he caufed his 
Engines for battery to approach, as Rams, and {uch like; fo thee 
the City was aflaulted on two fides very couragioufly ; andin the: 
end, through she valour of Asalla, who gave an affaule wich :wen- 
ty choufand of his belt fouldiers, he won the wall,and ac the com- 
mand of the Emperor lodged there, whodefired rather to have 
the Cury by Treacy chen ftorm, the City being ereat and rich, and 
the enemy bur chircy leagues from thence,ind therefore he feared 
fefthis Army fhould be found in diforder, and knowing alfo, thac 
sich fouldiers never fight well. Befides, he intended to draw our 
of that wealthy City fuch things as he ftood in need of, and to 
make it his Magazine for thetime to come. Yet though che-wall 
Was won,the enemies wanted nor heare to defend themfelves vali- 
antly, hearing chac cheir King was coming for their relief: but 
it fo happened,that an Engine fhooting a bullet, flew the cover. 
nour ; whereupon the Citizens were fo difcourageds that they re- 
folved to yield, faving their lives, and che fouldiets to march away 
with horfeand arms. The conditions were admitted, and there 
came out of the Ciry eighteen thoufand fouldiers , almoft all the. 
inhabitants remaining behind: This fiege had lafted cwo moneths, 
and the Cicy had inir ac firft,chirty thoufand fouldiers. Axalla had 
the honour of winning this City, and therefore was made Gover- 


nour of it, and all the Counrry belonging co ir ; but he befeeched 


the 
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the Emperor to beftow ic upon fome other perfon, referving for 
himfelf the hope of his Matier, in whofe fortune he wouldtake 
“pact: Thisgave great content to Zamerlane, who much defired 2 
the ferviceof Axva#a; endupon his refufal, the charge was con- | 
ferred upon the Prince of Thanais, with the utle ot Vice-Roy : Ee 
Then did Tamerlane give notice of nis affairs tothe old Emperor, 
and having paid his fouldiers, and fetled all things in the bett 
manner he could, he marched forward; and taking a general 
Mufter of his whole Army, Ho:fe and Foor, hefound them to be 
ciminifked ten thoufand men only. And fo wich his army he {pene 
one whole dayin prayer, calling uponthe immortal, invilible, pamestanc's 
invincible, andincomprehenfibleGod, and then went directly to Picry, 
meet the enemy, who was at Statehx with ail his own and the 
forces of his allies,and as foon as he received news that Tamerlanes 
Army was advanced over che River of Chalifu,the King of China 
marched direétly towards them with great magnificence: There 
was nothing to be {een in his Army, buc Gold and precious ftone:: 
He himfelf ufually rode in a Chariot whereof every part fhone with 
Gold,Pearls, Rubies, and Diamonds. He was of the ege of about 
chree and chircy,and had been brought upin pleafures,and not un- 
der the bloudy enfigns of A@ars: Sothat he was very infolencin 
threatnings, bravadoes, and defying to che battel - He often accu- 
fed Tamerlane for furprizing him before he wasready, not giving 
him warning, @c. 

The rumour of his riches fo-fired the fpirits of the Tartarians, 
that they longed to be at the batrel: and fo both fides hatted for- 
wards, and in the way,there was a City,called Tuxichevoy, furren- 

dred to Tamerlase, which afforded him much refrefhing for his 
Army: Andchus the two Armies drawing near together, Ta- 
-merlane made choice of a place in his judgment moft advantageous Tamerlane 
for che battel; and having fec down to Odmar the Order which prepares tox 
he would have to be obferved, he longed rofee his eneny; Then the Bartel, 
did he fend before him five or fix thoufand horfe, as Scouts, un- 
der Calsbes, and himfelf went with them, and having viewed the 
ereat confufed Army of hisenemies, which came continually for- 
-ward,he commanded Cahdbes to retire himfelf fo foon.as they drew 
neartohim,. And bring (faith he) this great cloadto me, which 
L hope foon to. difperfe: and {fo retiring co his Army, beencou- 
raged chem, afluring them of ee He placed’ all his 
z foot- 
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footmen,which were about a hundred and twenty thoufand,alono 
a mountain,planting great ftore of Arcillery for their guard ; Many | 
of bis foot-fouldiers were armed after the Chriftian Manper, Who | 
were all commanded by Axalla: His horfemen were in a Battalia 
in.a great plain, who upon any difadvantage could retire tothe af- 
h{tance of the Foormen : the horfemen were eighty thoufand; Ca- 
Libes wich the Scythians were in the Avantguard, being thirry thou. 
{and horfe, whowere to receive Odmar when he fhould retreat 
from theenemy, as he was commandéd; Thirty thoufand more _ 
were appointed for Odmar,and Tamerlane bimfelf remained in the 

Atrear at one of the wings of his footmen: His purpofe was to lec 
that fixty five thoufand horfe under two fuch gallanc Caprains, co 
break theforceof theenemy, hoping after chem to have a eo0od 
market,caufing his foot to march forward,and referving with him- 
felf cwenty choufand of his belt horfe,who of chemfelves were able 
to make a new bactel if any mifchance fhould befal the focmer:For 
heunderftood chacit was the cultom of the Kings of Chinatoen- | 
clofe themfelves in the midft of cheirChariots with theit footmen, 
and not to hazard their perfons, but upon extremiry. | 

The Chinais failed not to march directly unto Calibes,the whole 


-Atmy following and fetting upon him: Calibes with his fix thou- 


fand Scythian horfe, after their ufual manner, in retreating ove 
many charges, giving and receiving hurt. The King of China-mar- 
ched wich much gallantry withhis Army, which feemed co be 
twice fo big aS chat of Tamerlane’s : He had very many armed Cha- 
Slots, Wherein he put his principal cruft ; chey had much Goldand 
Silver, as well in the trappings of cheir horfes, as on their Armour, 
which gliftred exceedingly againft cheSun,to the admiration of the 
Fartars. Tamerlane, who with a troop of horfe beheld the Chinois 
marching after Cadibes, commended greatly the drawing forth of 
their men to compel Cakes to fight,endeavouring to difcover and 
note with his eye the place whereabouts theKings perfon was,ha- 
ving by him the Chiwors Lord to inftru& him, who knew well the 
manner of their fight, They had no Avanreuard, but were allin a 
grofs,commanded by theKing,inclofed within his chariots,which 

being fhewed to Tamerlane by this Lord,he turned to thofe Cap- 
fains that were near him, and faid, Yet nom? we ds{perfe this gaild- 
ed clond, and the King of China and my felf muft make a partition 


thereof. 
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Thus having fufficiently viewed the enemy, and obferved their 
_-manner of marching, he thought it not convenient to fuffer chem 
co take breach, norcorally, being fomething difordered in their 
march, whereupon he fent to Cadzbes co will him co begin the fight; 
and when thofe that were with him fhould be wzary, to retreat to 
him: Bucafloon as his Scythians heard this word Fight,they requi- 
red the firft charge,wich a young Lord thac commanded over chen 
called Ziochabanes,making it to appear to the Chinois to what end 
their former flight was,charging very furioufly upon che formoit of 
the enemies, which occafioned the firlt beginning of the Bictcel: 
And indeed there could not be feen a more gallan: onfet, wherein 
the Scythians deGired to manifeft the valour of their Nation,and to 
procure honour co their Prince. This fight- endured a long hour 
before they had overthrown (alibes : Tamerlane beheld all pati- 
ently, faying, that the greac multitude (how diforderly foever pi merjanes 
chey were ) would at length cirry ic away from the order and va- Cunftancy, 
lour of his {ouldiers ; yet could there not be difcerned any altera- 
tion of his countenance, adverfity and profperiry being bo:h alike 
fo indifferent co him. 
Calibes being wounded, retired himfclf near to the Enverour, Calit 
having with him two thouland horfe chat were rallied again, ma- ded peeisticgt 
ny more flocking rohim : The Emperor viewed his wound, cau- . 
fing him to be condudted behind his foormen,and care to be taken 
for the dreffing of his wound,and of fuch orhers as were wound- 
ed with hith. Calibes with his thirty cthoufand Scythians-was not 
able co charge through the Chinois, but when they retreated , 
Odmsar with his Parthian horlemen advanced forward, and uféd 
them more roughly, for he ranclean through chem, and returned The Parthians 
by che right wing of che Army,where he fought moftvaliancly,and ‘arge thorow 
having bgaten chem within the Kings Chariots, hethought he 
fhould noc do wifely to atcempt the breaking of fuch forces. 
The King of Chiza coming forwards, and the horfemen that 
had been broken by Odmsar, joyning themfelves to him, Odmsar 
fent to Tamerlane, defiring him chat the Footmen.and Artillery 
might advance forward, fending him word that he mighe affure 
himfelf of che Victory. Hereupon Tamerlane commanded Axalla. 
to advance with fiftycthoufand foor, and part of che Arcillery:, The foor: 
requiring him tofec upon the Chariots, and to make an entrance. charge. 
The Arcillery marching ig the firft place did ereatly aftonith the 
C3 ene- 
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enemy ; for che Governouts of che horfes belonging tothe Kings 
Chartots could noc.rule chem. it made alfoa great fpoil. Arxails 
perceiving the diforder, hitted forwards till theycame to hand- 
blows, The King of China had yet,about his perfon a hundred 
and fifty thoufard men: Yer Asralla, full of Courage, fought fo 
valiantly, that they never beheld any manco’do more bravely. 
During chis fight, Odmar again charged the horfemen that were 
reured tothe Kings aid, and put them to flight. Then did T4- 
mer lane Dintelf march ferwara with the reftof the Footmen for 
the uid of Aaila, and brake through, even to the perfon of the 
King of China, who as yet was enclofed within a fecond rank of 
Chariots, wich about thirty o: forty thoufand men,indafter he had 
fought two or three hours, che horfe allifting the foot, and they 
principally whom the Prince had kept asateferve, the King ac 
length remained wounded, in che power of Zamerlane: The barrel 
being won,and the enemies camp forced, The fight endured eiehe 
hours,and the night coming on,faved the lives of many of the a j= 
nos. There wereflain two Kings, Allies co the King of Chiza.In- 
e(timable riches were gotten in golden veflelé, precious ftones, 
and as fair and'rich Chariots as could poffibly be feen. 3 

The Emperor would not fee the captive King till che next day: 
but being mounted on horfeback he rode about the field to fj 
the flaughter, & torally his men,chat che accuftomed watch might 
be kept, whereof he gave the charge unto Availa, commandin 
him alfo to keep the King of Chivainthe mid of his fouldiers, 
who was:drefled of the wound which he had received in his tight 
arm. Ic wasa ftrange fight ro fee thedivertity of the enemies we2- 
pons, and the variety of cheir Streamers and Enfigns,which feem- 
ed afar off as beautiful, as the diverfity of colours, plentiful. The 
King of China’s Army was very great, confifting of a hundred and 
fifty thoufand horfe, and two hundred thoufand foormen : bur the 
greateft part of them were rude and barbatous people, far infetiour 
to Tamerlane’s in valour, who fuffered themfelves to be {lain one 
upon anocher, not marking their advantages, and having little 
skill in warlike affairs. ae 

J amerlane continued on horfeback till abouttwo 4 cl6ck in the 
morning, when asthey brought him a Tart, and his water, for he 
never drank wine, and then lying down upon a Carpet, he pafled 
the re(t of the »night until morning. After this fo ereat a 
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: 
victory, there was never the leatt boafting or vaunting heard to 
proceed outof his mouth, The nextday, after rhe burial of the 
dead, he publickly give thanks ro God for his Victory. Then 
caufed he the wounded to be cured, andamongft others, Calibes, 
who, more through che diftemperacure of the air then from the 
danger of the wound, found himfelf very ill, yet would he not 
omic his duty in commanding the Van,which was very grateful to 
Tamerlane, for thathe being a Scythian, was greatly beloved of 
his Nation. 
. Thefethings being difpatched, he fent unto Axaila to bring 
forth his prifoner,the King of China; and when he approached,the 
_ Emperor iffued out of his Tent and went to receive him, This 
- King camewithavery proud and haughty countenance, and ap- 
_ proaching near tothe Emperor, he by his Interpreter, asked of 
— Axalla which was he? and being thewed him, he fpake in an 
haughty language afrer this manner: The gods whom 1 worfhip , 
being provoked against my Nation and people, have con{pired againft 
usy good fortune, and made me this day thy prifoner : But forafwsuch as 
its reported over allthe world,that Tamerlane maketh war for the ho- 


our of his Nation, thon [houldft be content with this thy glory, that the 


Lord of the world and child of the Sun, is inthy power, to receive fach 


Laws as thon pleafeft to pre(cribe unto him. This hefpake ina brave 


manner, without any other humbling of himfelf: The Empe- 
roron che other fide faluting him very courreonfly, led him into 
his Tenr. ~ 

This King of China wasa great Prince, having two hundred fa- 
~ Mous Cities within his Kingdom which alfois a fruicful and plen- 
_ erful Countrey,wherein are Mines of Goldand Silver,much Musk 
and Rhubarb: Ic abounds in Fifh and Fowl, and bath much Silk 
_ and Porclane, wich Corton and Linnen, ee. 
Then did Tamerlane aflemble bis Capraines to confule abour 
the difpofal of the King; and how the Vidtory fhould be bet 
improved. Ar the fametimehe received news by Odmar, thac 


the Kings brother, who efcaped out of the batte!, wesat Onanton, 


which he had ftrongly fortified, and thar great {tore of forces bee 
gan to adjoyn themfelves to him: Hereupon he commanded two. 
thoufand Parthian horfe to convey the King to Paguinfox, and 
from thence to Burda, where he was to bekepr carefully. Then 
_ did he refolve upon the befieging of Quanto, and if it were poffi- 


ble. 
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_ ble co fhut up che Kings Brother therein, ic being one of the prin- 


cipal fears thac belonged co che King of China. It was forty 
leagues from the place where che batcel was fought. T hither chere- 
fore he {ent a good party of his Army under Odmar, who pitched 
his Tents abouc, the City: But the Kings brother was gone. The 
Emperorinthe mean time fummoned, and took in many leffer 
Cities, which yielded wholly to his mercy, making great lamen- 
tation for their Capcive King, yet che gentlenefs of che Conque- 
ror madethem to take all their lofles wich patience,and the rather, 
becaufe they heard thae he ufed their King courteoufly. The 
Kings brother alfo fenc Ambafladors to Tamserlane, craving leave 
to fee che King,and to know of his health, which the Emperor wil- 
lingly affented to. res Tan 

Now che Kings brother hearing of che eftace of the befieged in 
Quanton, he refolved either to relieveit, or co fight a battel, for 
whichend he advanced {trait unto Porchio,, making a bridge of 
Boats to pafs over che River: Buc Odmar being informed thac 
about fifty choufand of his men were come over, he fuddenly fer 
upon them, being oatoforder, and not informed of cheir ene- 
mies approach; alfo to prevent the coming over of the 
reftrocheir affittance , he fenc a fire-boat down the ftream againft 
their bridge of Boats, which brake icin funder, and where ic was - 
refifted, ferallonfire; and foiin a great battel overthrew thems 
The King of Cauchin-China, who was amongft them, fighting va- 
liancly, was fluin. The Kings brother,who was on the other fide 
of the River (not yet come over) faw his menflain and drown- 


ed, andcould not relieve them. This fecond overthrow was of 


no fmallimporcance, though ic was buc the chird part of the Kings’ — 


‘brochers Army. . For che Citizens of Quastou hearing of it, and 


defpatring of relief, fent our fome Propofals for their Sur- 
render. 

Axalla which received chem, prefently difpatched away a faith- 
ful meffenger tothe Emperor co know his pleafure therein : This 
was mote welcome news to him then che overthrow of his ene- 
mies, wherefore he referred allto che fuficiency and fidelity of 
Axalla: Sothatupontreaty, the City was furrendred to Axalla, 
who caufed the Garrifon'ito come out,and received che inhabirants 
into the Emperors protection, and all chat would, might continue 
inic unarmed: afterwards he entred into it, and-was received 
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with great figns of joy by the Inhabitants, who refolved toen- 


tercain the Emperour with all the folemnity chat might be. Axalla 
put chircy thowfand meninro te for a Garrifon, injoyning che 


~ Citizens to pay the Emperours Army four hundred and fifty chou- 


{and Crowns: Prefently after he received a command from the 
Emperour to ftay inche Cicy himfelf,and co fend all the re(tof his 
footmenunro him, which hecommanded therather, becaufe he 
underfteod that Ambefl:dors were coming co him from the Kings 
Brocher to treat of Peace, and he prefumied the febt of all his 
Army together ready to march, would (trike fuch a terrour into 
them,as would caufe them the readilier ro affent to good terms. 
The Ambaffladors fent by the Kings brother were of cheir chief- 
eft men, whom Tamerlane entertained with all humanity, caufing 
his greatnefs to appear to chem, as.alfo the activity of his horfe- 
men,whereby chey might difcern rhat it would rend to the de(t-u- 
ction of taeit Country if they agreed not with him: Then did the 


_ Ambafladors deliver their meffage,whichconfifted of two branches: 


One was for che delivery of their King,the other, for the preferva- 


_ tion of cheir Country : The Emperour anfwered, that they fhould 


deliver their meflage in writing, and he would eive a {peedy an- 
{wer: Theit Propofitions were, that they would leave Paguinfo, 
and all che Country beyond it,wicth all the Fortreffes of the moun. 
tains in Tamerlanes pofleflion : That they would pay all che 


charges of bis Army from that day forward: And that they 
_ would give two millions of gold for the ranfome of theit Kino:To 
this the Emperor anfwered, that he would keép that which he had bone vont 
conquered wichin cheCouncry being his own,as taken by his arms, PF°P0'#". 


That he would have the River by which his Army was naw en- 
camped,and fo along to the Sea,to be his Frontiers: That the King 


of Chixa fhould pay-him yearly wo bundred thoufand Crowns, 


which fhould be delivered at Pagwinfou, for acknowledgement of 


hts fubmiffion to his Empire: That he thould pay five hundred 





thoufand Crowns in ready money for the charge of his Army : 


- That the King of Chiva thould be deliveredyand chat all the orher 
 Chinow prifoners thould pay ranfomes to particular men that took 
them, except thofe which carried rhe names of Kings, who fhould 
pay cen thoufand Crowns for their liberty and peace: And that 


no Chines thould be kept for a flave, nor fold for fuch hereafter, 


being under the Emperours obedience : That Traffickand enter- 
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Thac che King of China thould deliver his Brother, and two oiher 
called kings,wich twelve principal men of che Country for Hotta 


ves cofecure the peace : Thefe conditions, after they had ccnfulted — 


coverher, were accepted of, hoping that ume would rcftore again 
their ancient libercy,and in the mean timethey mu(t bear the yoke 


of che Conguerour. Then did Tamerlane fend two thoufand horfe - 
to fetch the King of China,that being at liberty he might folemnly — 
{wear to the. peace; which accordingly he did,delivered the Holta= _ 


ges,and fo wentinto his Kingdom to perform the other Articles, 








courfe of Merchan:s thould be free between boch the Nations: © 


















where he was almolt worfhipped as a God, and received withall — 


the yoy that migbr he. 


Thus Tiawser lane having fecled his affairs, and provided for rhe 2 


aflurance of his new conquelt,left Odmar to govern the fame,lea- 


ving with him chirry choufand horfe,and fifty thoufand-foor co fur- > 
nifh all che Forrreffes and {trong places, giving him in charge to - 
amake his chief refivence at Onantifou,to fortifie well che paflages, - 
and to build a new Fort at Derasto,the betrer toftrenechen his bor- _ 


ders : He alfo left him all neceffaries,and commended to him the — 


Lord of the mountains, whohad been fo ferviceable to him ; His 


brother he took with him, giving him largepreferment in Zache- 


thay : He alfo carried along wich him many of the new conquered 
people,'o plant chen in his own-Country, fending o: her Colonies 
in their ftead.which he did, becaufe he found chem a light people, 
and fuch as. affecte | novelties. , ah ae 

Tamerlane fent to acquaint the old Emperour wich all thefe 
things, having two of the greareft and faireft Citiesin all Chraa 


in his pofleffion, and an hundred Leagues of Land, extending his — 
‘borders a River, by which he might go to the Enemy, bur they 


could not come to him wichout pafling overthe fame - He defired 


alfo above all things,chat all'the Idols which were within his con- _ 
queft fhould be beaten down, and. commanded the worfhipping 


of one Geode 


Then did his Army,wherein was much ficknefs,begin to mareh, 
and Tamerlane bearing of more forces that were coming towards ~ 
him out of Tartary, he fent co ftop them, commanding them to 
march 0 Cambale, whither himfelf alfo was going, hearing that | 
the otd Emperour intended to meet him, and to entertain him _ 


Odmar 
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Odmar being thus fevered from Fanzerlanesideyall his favour 
was turnedco Axalla, of whofe prudence, valour, and fidelity hie 
had fuch large experience in thefe Wirs,fo as the report of his va- 
lour did lye thorow all che Empire.I4 the retreac, Calibes led rhe 
Avantguard,and walls wis in che Bitrel near tothe Emperour, 
who beftowed upon him two hundred thoafand Crowns yearly 10 


 maiacain his ordiniry expences. And thus after certain daies 
journéy,news Was brought of che ofd Emperours arrival ar Cam- ° 


bala : wherefore Tamerlane. leaving his Army to winterina fair 
andfer:ile Country, and difmiffing many of his fouldiers, he ba- 
fted chicherwards, and when he was arrived within four Leagues 
of Cambaln, ali the Princes of the Emperours Courc came to re- 
ceive him there, togecher with all th: chiefeft Citizens, to con- 
eratulace his admirablefuccefs- The Prince received every one 
according to his wonted courtelie, yet retaining conve ‘tient Mi- 
jelty,and was beheld by all with orear conrentment : He had wich 


him che Emprefs bis wite,who had not lefc him in all his journey : 


And the next dty, the old Emperour honoured him fo much as to 
come to meet him,with all the magnificence rhac might be. Ta- 
merlane prefented him with all che richeft Chiriots and faireft 


*. horfes thar he had won: andthe old Emperour,being very defirous 


to fee his daughter, her Chariot was uncovered, and he caufed her 
to enter into his own: But che Prince remained on horfeback, 
whon the eyes of alkthe people contd not be {atisfied with admi- 
ring. Tamerlane allo prefented Calibes to the Emserour, making a 


_ recital of all his faithfulnefs ; whereupon the Emperour give him

alfo prefenred Axallato the Emperour,who being informed’ of his

During Tamerlanes abode at Cambale this winter, Complaints 
came to him that Bayazet the Great Turk, had attempted to joyn 


ne might declare how much he efteemed his 
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the Empire of Greece to his own, refolving alfo upon the fiege of 2**. 
_ Conftantivople, whereupan the Emperour of Greece fent ro him to 
erave his aid. Asalla who was.of kin to this Emperour, Paleologses, © 


being défitous to maintain the Chriltian Religtonin Greece,{lirred 
him up much unto chis war: whereupon he fent Ambaffadouts to 
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rour, who was his Confederate: But Bajazet anfwered them ve- 
Bajazets proud ty proudly, asking chem what their Matter had co do therewith, 
aniwer. and that he fhould conrent himfelf with injoyning Laws to his 
own Subje&ts, and not co meddle with him who was noné of 

them. 
This anfwer being returned, by xalla’s means was very ill ca- 
ken, fo that Tamerlane refolved to hinder chis enterprife of the 
Tamerlane’s » Ostamsans : for which end he obtained of che Emperour his Uncle, 
preparations an hundred thoufand foormen, and eighty thoufand ‘horfemen, 
againfthim. — hoping co haveas many from his own Country of Sachetay,oeGides _ 
the Lords who would accompany him co win glory,from whom he 
made accountof fifty choufand men more that they would bring 
along with chem. Thus he departed from ( ambalu taking his leave 
~ of che old Emperor his Father in Law,and of che Princefs his wife 
(chen left behind him for the comfort of her aged Father) and de- 
parted cowards Samercand, the place of his birth and fear of his 
Empire, leaving che forces,granted him by the Emperor,to come 
after him to Ozara, where he had appointed the general rendez- 
vous of his Army. This his departure was very grievous to the old 
Emperour,but more grievous on the Princes part towards his wife, 
who had never lefe him fance they were firft married: But nothing 
could withhold this brave Prince where honour was tobe purcha- 
fed,or where he might be profitable co his opprefied friends ; For 
Tamerlane’s he would often fay, That he was bornto this endyand that all his orber 
ipecch, tmployments were but by the By, God having appointed and called hins 
: to puni(h the pride of Tyrants. | 
He was accompanied with Calibes, and made the Prince of 
Thanais, Colonel of all his footmen, which place Axalla had lefc, 
whom now he made Lieutenant Gen. ofallhis Army, with coms 
mando lead his Avantguard, and Calibes the Arereward. Forces 
came to hima from all pares + And che ¢ dines Lord,beins licenfed 
by Odwar,marched towards him with twenty choufand men ofhis 
Subjects newly conquered, being defirous to fhew his forwardnefs 
| to-the: Emperour, as alfo to learn rhe manners.and fafhions of 
Klisentertains ftrange Gountries. When Tamerlane-came near Samercand,Zamay 
acne atSamei= Went to mect him,and neer-a million of: people, bleffing and prai- 
ed. = fing him with all manner of Sangs:: There he remained abour a 
month: In which {pace Axallahad rendezvouzed his Army 
at Oazara, from whence alfo he. advertiled’ Zamserlane of: the 
proceedings 
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proceedings of Bajazet. Then did Tamerlane fend for him to Sa- 
. mercand to confer with him abeut the fetting forward of his Army. 
For although he was fill accompanied with renowned Princes 
and famous Captains s yet were they no body in comparifon of 
Axalla, whofe found judgment and counfel had won him fuch 
credit with his Lord and Matlter,as by his advife he did all things, 
_ andwichout htm nothing, which his fo great authority and favour 
_ with his Prince, wanted net the envy of the Court but thar his Envy attends 
great vertues, and rare-found courtelie ( in fogreat fortune ) to- YO 
gether with fo many great fervices as he had done, fupporred him 
again{t che malice of the fame. He, upon this command from 
Tamerlane, leaving the charge of the Army at Ozara with the 
Prince of Thanais,came to Samercand, and there difcourfed with 
him at large concerning the eftate and order of his Army; and{o, 
thorcly after,they all deparced to Ozara,where a new confultation 
_ was held by which way he fhould condué his Army : as whether 
it was better to lead chem by the coaftof the Adufcovite diretly 
cowards Capha, ot.on the other fide of the Cafpian Sea, by the 
skirts of Perfa; and:aftermuch difcourfe, and fundry opinions 
wich chetr reafons delivered, ic was refolved (although the way 
were the longer)topafs by the AZu/covite,fo to come to the Georg:- 
| anssand to Trepizond, and from thence toenter into the Ortamzans 
_ Kingdom. } 

This being refolved on, they marched forward till at length 
theycame.to Afaranis, where he {tayed three daies,looking for the His march to- 
Chmaforces, whereof they received news: There alfo Tamer- W4'4s Bajszet. 
fane-muttered and paid: his Army: He had alfo news of fifteen 
thoufand horfemen fent him by the A4s/covite, with afum of mo- 
ney, with leave for him to:pafs thorow fo much of his Territories His Auxiliaries, 
as fhould be neceffary, being glad that he fer upon others, rather 
than on himfelf; and that fuch great preparations fhould fall upon 
them, whofe ereatnefs was as dreadfal and dangerous to him as 
any other. 

Tamerlane caufed a great-quantity of vituals,and moft part of 
the furniture of: his Army to be fent along the Cafpian Sea, which His Prudence; 
Wasa great eafeandcommodity tohis‘men, which, marching by 
Land;, was of neceffity'to pafs fome twenty Leaoues thorow 
places. deftituce both of: viGtualsand wacer': Himelf all che way 

_ -@eafting along the Sez-fhore, ‘paffed his time in’ Hunting and 
D 3 Hawking, 
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Hawking, to make che journey leis cedious, bis Army not coming 
near him by cen Leagues, which was fogreacthac 1e‘extended it 
felf full cewenry Leagues, ! 

Coming to the River Edel, he flayed at Zarazich, whil'lt his 
Army pafledthe River at Afecher,and over cwo other Bridges that 
he had caufed co be made of boats forthat purpofe. Now the Cir- 
caffians, and Georgians, heating of the approach of Tamerlane wih 
The Georgians his huge Acmy,by cheir Ambafladors offered him all the helpand 
affift him, affiftince they could afford him in his journey, as he paffed thac 

wiy. Thefle Georgians were and yet are Chri(tians,a greac and war- — 
like people,of !ong time tributaries to the Greek Emperours; and 
afverwards fomeume triburartes, and fometimes confederates to 
the Perfians : but alwaies enemies to the Turks, and therefore glad 
they were of Tamer laves coming againit chem. Of chefe warlike 
people Axalla drew great numbers to the fervice of his Prince, 
who noca little efteemed of them,being all call men, very beauti- 
ful,of greac {trength and courage,and withal,moft expert fouldiers, 
as having many times refilted the power of che Ottoman Kings,by 
reafon of che advantage of their Country,which was rovgh,moun- 
tainous,and hird co come to.Thefe people every where kindly en- 
tercained Tamer/awe,and plentifully relieved hisArmy with all ne- 
His ftriét difct- ceffaries. In pafling chorow which, and other Countries, he took 
pline. fuch order with his fouldiers, that none of the people by whom 
they pafled were any whicinjured by chem;infomuch that ifa foul- 
dier had rakerr but an Apple orany other crifle,he died for it. And 
one of his fouldiers having cakena lircle Milk from a Country-wo- 
man, and fhe thereof complaining, he caufed him prefently tobe 
hanged,and his ftomack.to be ript,where che Milk chat he had late- 
ly drunk,being found,he payed the woman for it,who had otherwife’ 
without mercy died for her falfe accufation: Which his grearfeve=: 
rity was indeed the prefervation of his Army, being fo great,as that’ 
it was thought impoflible to provide ic with victuals, whereof yer! 
there was no want,nor of any other thing neceflary for cherelief of 
man: his Camp being fill as.a moft populous and well-governed 
‘City,ftored withall manner of things, whereunco both Artificers’ 
and Merchants reforted from far Countries with their commodi- 
ties as to. fome famous Mare: and the Country-people from every 
place, without fear, broughe.in their Country-commodities, for 
which they received prefent money ,and fo departed in peace. 
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Sa marching on, he atlengch came to Bachichich, where he 


ftaied co ref:eth bis Army eighe daies, and there again took a 
general mufter of them, finding,1s fome write, four hundred thou- 
jand horfe, and Gx hundred choufand foor ; but others tht were 


prefenc with him, fay, three hundred thoufand horfe,and five hun- 


dred thoufand foocmen of all Nations: There alfo he generally 


payed them, 


and as his manner was, mace an oranionto them, 1n- 
forming them of fuch Orders as he would have obferved, wich 
much other military difcipline, whereof he was very curious with 
his Captains. 

In the mean time Bajazet Would not believe that Tamerlane 
durft once look towards him, yea, fo exczeding barbarous was he, 
that he would not fo much as fuffer any mantofpesk of him, or 
his Army to him,by reafon of his pride: He alfo {tridtly forbade all 
the bordering people to make any vows or prayers for Tamer- 


- lases profpericy = But he was foon after awakened our of this Le- 


thargy,as We fhall prefently hear. Indeed Tamerlane could hardly 
be perfwaded that Bajazer, having fubdued the greatelt part ot 
Grecia, and much diftrefled the Greek Emperour, and having to 
great means to recover whatfoever he fhould lofe in e4fa, would 
be fo acventurous as to come over the {treights out of Europe to try 
the Fortune of a batcel wich him : but rather warily to procract the 
time, to Weiry him with wants, rhat in aftrange Country, drew 
fuch a world of people after him: vvherein yet he found himfelf 
much deceived, for vvhen he had paffedthe Georgian Country, 
and vvascome to Buifabuich ; Axalla (vvhom be had not feen in 
eight daies before, becaufe he commanded the Avon'guard of 
cheArmy)came to him wvith fuch nevvs as he knevv vvould be moft 
grateful co him: Which was,thatBajazzt had raifed his hege before 
Conftantinople to come and defend his nevv conquetts in 4fia,and 
that he wvas certainly refolved to come to a pitched Bartel vvith 
him, not fo much ttuftingtothe multitude of his men, asco the 
experience and valour of his fouldiers,being long trained up in the 
Wars.At which unexpected nevvs Tamerlane greatly rejoyced,yec 
vvithouc infolency and vaunting, but rather vvich the countenance 
of fuch an one as judged the event of Bartels to be alwvaies doubr- 
ful; faying fometimes, That a fmall number well condathed, did 
carry away the vitory from the confufed meulsitude. Three daies 


afcer he {tayed at Buifabwick,, caufing his fouldiers continnally to 
march

march forward,who,at two places; pafled over the river E sphrates, 
which he did, the racher to maintain his Army upon the fpoile of 
the Enemies Country, chufing rather there. to attend Bajazets 
coming, then amongit his friends and allies, All the Cities chat 
yielded to himin the way as he marched, he favourably received; 
the other chac refufed ro fubmir themfelves to his obedience, he 
ufed wich all excremity, e{pecially the great and {trong City of 
Sebaffia,. where certain of che forerunners of his Army, were by 
the Torks that kept Garrifoninic, cucoff and flain, and to de- 
ipite bim the more, the City gates were fet open in. contempt of 
nim: Whereupon being juttly offended; he fent out certaine 

‘Tartarias borfemen, eharging them upon pain of his difpleafure 
fo to behave chemfelves acaintt their enemies,that ac his coming 


up to them he mighe find eicher the City caken, or at leatt 
nd he had his men arfo great 


the Gates fhut up againit him: A 
command, that no danger was unto them more dreadful thax his 
citpleafure, neither did he punifh any thing fo feverely as cowar- 
dize. Now the Turks in Sebaffsa feeing thef€ Tartarian horfemen 
marching ‘towards the City, making litele account of them, bee 
caufe their number was not tear, iflued out to meet them,where 
they were fo furioufly charged by thefe feoy horfemen, that they 
were glad to retire, and for hate to thut the gates again{t fome of 
their own men, left the enemy {ould have entered pell mell with 
them, which Turks were there flaine at che gates of the City. 
Shorely after came Tamerlane with all the reftof his Army, and 
fac down before the City,where he lay ftill {even daies not making 
any fhew of violenceatall. The defendants, becaufe the City 
was of great {trength, choughe that his purpofe was by a fong 
fiege to diftrefs the fame : But about the eight day, the Towers, 
and Wals being undermined in fundry places,fuddenly fell down, 
leaving large breaches for che enemy Co enrer; wherewith the 
Turks being difmayed furrendred the City toD amserlane in hope fo 
to have faved their lives, bue he caufed them all to be buried quick, 
and the City utterly tobe razed: and then calling the Governour, 
whofe life he had fpared for that end, he bade him $0 and cell his 
Mafter what had happened to his ftrong City of Sebajfia, and 
what himfelf had feen theres. of which Tragical ation, when:the 
Governour had. made report to Bajazet, he demanded of him 
whecherof the two Armies he thought bigger or ftronger ; for he

had now aflembled a mighty Army of three hundred theufand 
horfe, and:twohundredthoufand foormen; whereunro the Ge- 
vernour, having fir(t craved pardon, anfwered:: That it could not 
bein reafon, but that Tamerlane had the greacer Army, for thar 
he commanded over far greater Countries : wherewith proud Ba- 
jazet being offenced, replied in great Choller ;: Out of deutt tke 
fight of the Vattarian hath fo affrighted this coward,that he thinks eve- 
ry enemy to betwa. AS Bajazet marched forward he heard a Coun- 
trey-Shepheid merrily pleating bimfelf with his homely pipe as he 
face on the fide of a mountain feeding his {mall Hock, whereupon 
he flood (ill, and liftned tohim to the admiration of many, 
and at lait brake forth intothefe words, O happy (hepherd, which 
hadft no Sebaltia to lofe! bewraying therein his own difconrent-. 
men, and yet wichal, fhewirg that worldly blifs confitled nor fo 
much in poffeffing of much, {ub}. ct-unto danger, as in-enjoying 
content in a little, devoid of feirs. 

The reft of che Cities as Tamerlane marched forwards, wirned 
by the deltruétion of Sebaffia,yielded to him,t he Citizens where- 
of he ufed courteoufly, efpectally the Chriftians, whoaihe fer at 
libercy forthe Greek Emperors take, whom he fought the:ein to 
gratifie. | . . 

But Tamerlane had not gone far into the Turks. dominions be- 
fore he was certainly 1: formed that Bajaxet was coming againtt 
him with a mighcy Army, and was now within thirty leegues of 
him, which caufed him from thence forward tomarch with bis 
Army more clofe together. Axaila leading the Van, fene forth 
Chianfou, Prince of Ciarchan, with four thoufand Parthian hor{e- 
men, to cet knowledge of the Turkifh Army, and where Bajazet 
lay, as alfo what manner of Countrey it was beyond Sexzxas, agd 
if he could learn any: thing thereof, to make relation of it to bith. 
This Prince of Ciarchan was Tamerlanes near kinfman, amanof 
ereat reputation, and next to Awallaz, in. whofe abfence he had 
the corhnmand,of the Avantguard, who alfo fenc before biman- 
other Parthian Caprain with five hundred horfemen::  .who ha- 
ving advanced about, ten leagues and furprized Sennas, was. cet- 
tainly informed there of the ttate of Bayazets Army, which was 
now at Tataia, and fo marching forward ; which Tamerlane be- 
Ing informed of, cammanded him nor to retire. from that place 
rill he faw the arrival ofthe enemy, and thereof to. give him ad- 
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vertifement every hour, refolving himfelf to pafs on no further, i 
being encamped in a fair large plain, which was very advanta. 





gcous for him, his Army being bigger then Bajazet’s, which made _ 


him make choice of thofe large plains. His Army alfo being com- 


pounded of fundry Nations, he confidered thac he wasnotto _ 
fight againft the Chiwors, a foft effeminate people, as of late ; bur 


againtt che Turks,a moft warlike Nation and well acquainted with 


_ all manner of fights and warlike ftratagems, and therefore he judg- 


edit neceflary to proceed warily againftthem. Upon this confide- 
ration he prefently fence for Axalla, with him to view the {aid 
place, and to have his opinion whether ic would be advantageous 
for him to ftaythere or no ? _Avalla not mifliking his choice of 
the place, yet withal advifed him to keep Sennas as long as pofli- 
bly he could:and accordingly he fent word to them at Sennas, that 


when they could keep the place no longer, they thould fer fireon | 


ir, and fo retreat, andcthis he did, thar che eneny thould have no 
defire to encamp there, but to march forward to thofe plains 
where Tamerlane defired to fight, the rather becaufe he was Qron- 
gerin horfe then Bayazet. 

Accordingly the Prince of Crarchanfent outa hundred horfe 


toward the Twrks ; then divided he the reft of his-forcesintotwo _ 


parts, commanding the former,that as foon as they perceived the 
enemy to purfue che hundred horfe, whom he had commanded to. 
fly diforderly before them,that they fhould receive them into their 
{quadrons,and fo retire altogether: He in the mean time wich the 
other part ftood clofe ina valley near unto a wood-fide,wholly un- 


feen;where having fuffered two thoufand of the enemies horfe(the — 


vant-curriers of the Zurks army)co pafs by him,he following them 


igthe tail, charged chem home, the other alfo which before retio _ 
Two thoufand réd now turned again upon them ; fo that the 7; rks feeing chem- 


felves thus befet and hardly laid toboth before and behind, as 
men difcouraged, fled: but in their flight were moft of them flain, 
the re{t of chem were taken prifoners. This was the firlt encounter 
between the Turks andthe Parthians. All the prifoners taken 
wereby the Prince fent asa Prefent co Tamerlane, and amongft 


The Baflaof therelt, the Baffa of Matola, who led thofe Troops ; of whom 
Watolia taken, Tamerlane earneftly demanded what caufed his Mafler Bajazet fo 


Tittle to efteem him,as to fhew fo great a contempt of his Army: _ 


Which (faith he) he {hallfindfrong enonch to abas his pride? To 
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this che Baflaanfwered: That his Lord was the Sun upon earch, 
which could not endure any corrival: And chat he rather was a- 
Qonifhed to fee howhe, from fo fara Country,had undercaken fo 
dangerous a journey to hinder the fortune of his Lord, in whofe 
favour the heavens (as hefaid) did bendthemfelves to further his 
oreatnefs, and unto whom all the world fubjected ic felf ; and 
thache committed greac folly in going about to refift the fame. 
Unto this proud fpeech Tamerlane replied, That he was fent from 
heaven to pani{h his infolency, andto teach him that the proud are ha- 
ted of God, whofe Promife 1 to pulldown the mighty, and toadvance 
the lowly. As for thy felt (faid he) thou halt already felt (though 
I picy chy mifhap) whac the valour of my Parthian horfe is 
-againft chy Turkifb : and I have already caufed thy Mafter to raife 
his fiege before Conftantinople, and to look to his affairs herein 4- 
fia. He alfo asked him whether his Miter did come refolved ro 
give him battel? Affure your felf (faid he) tharchere is nothing 
chat hé more defireth, and would to God chit I might acknow- 
ledge your greatnefs in giving me leave to aflift my Lord inthe 
Battel ? Good leave have thou (faid Zamer/ane} go thy waies, 
and tell chy Lord that chou haft feen me, andthat in che battel he 
fhali find me on horfeback, there where he fhall fee a green En- 
figndifplayed. The Bafla thanked him, and {wore that next un- 
to his Lord, he vowed unto him his fervice. And fo returning, 
herrelated unto Bajazet how he had fzen Tamerlane, and reported 
co him cruly all chat he had willed him ro fay, nor forgetting above 
all, co praife his courtefie and bounty - who befides that he had 
frankly fec him at libercy, had alfo given hima very fur horfe, 
well furnifhed, alchough he well knew chat he wasto ferve againft 
himfelf: To this Bajzxet anfwered nomore, but that he would 
fhottly make crial of him, and that he doubted nor bur before 
he had done with him, he fhould make him acknowledge his 
folly. 

| The next day the two Armies drew near together, and encamped 
within a league the one ofthe other; where all the night long 
you might have heard a noife of horfes which filled che heavens 
with their neighings, and the air with founds; and every 
manthought the night long that they might come to the trial 
of their valours, and the gaining of their defires. “The Scythtaxs 
( people no lefs greedy, then a talked of nothing bur th: 
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fpoil; the proud Parthians of attaining honours the poor Chti- 4 
ttians of their deliverance from an infulting adverfary; all whieh 


was.co begiined by the next daies V Gory.Every man, during the 


night-cime, {peaking according to his humour. All which Tamser- 


lane (Walking privately up and down in the Camp) heard , and 
much rejoyced to fee che hope which his fouldiers hadalteady cons 


ceived of che Victory : and fo afier che fecond watch, returning |) 
into his Pavilion, and there cating himfelfupon a Carper, he pur- © 


pofed to fleep a while ; but his cares-nor fuffering him foro do, he 
chen (as his manner was) called for a Book, wherein was contain~ 
ed the Lives of his Fathers and Ancettors, and of other valiane 
Woarthies, which he ufed ordinarily to read in,as chen alfo he did ; 
not vainly todeceive the time, buc ro make ule ofir, by imica- 
ting that which by them wasworthily done, and declininefuch 
dangers as they by cheir rafhnefs, or overfizht fellinto. After 
which, having flambred a little,be commanded -Axalla to be fent 
for to.him, who prefently came, accompanied with divers other 
great Lords and Captains of the Army, with whom after hehad 
confulted a while about the order of the battel, himfelf prefently 
mounted on horfeback, and fent each of them to their charge to 


fee their orders put in execution - At which very inffant he recei-. 


ved intelligence thac rhe enemy was marching forwards, and 
come to chufe his ground for the bartel, whofe ‘order of marching 


Tamerlane was very defirous to fee, that fo he might marfhal his — 


own Army accordingly. For (faid he) J do net fo much truft to the 
Lions shin wherein I wrap mine arns, byt that withal 1 will make ufe 
of the Foxes, therein to wrap mine head,which my grandfather negleét 
ed to his Overthrow ina Battel againft the Perhans: For being ina 
place of advantage, he went one of st to feek his enemy that was lodged 
firongly, contrary to the advife of all his Captains, which proved his 
7 10. : 

Then did he caufe three thoufand horfemen to advance forward 5 


with charge to. begin the skirmith, himfelf following after to . 
lodge every part of tis forces in fuch places as he had forefeen to 
be fitcelt for his advantage: And feeing the Tarki(h Janizaries. 


marching in.a fquare battel in che midé of the Army, and up- 
on the two Fronts, rwo great {quadrons of horfemen,which feem- 


éd tobe about thirsy thoufand, and another which advanced be. 


fore, and covered the Battalion of the Janizaries, he thoughe 
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this their order to be very good,and hard to be broken, and chere- 
fore turning himfelf to Axal/a, he faid, J had thought this day to 
have fought on foot, but 1 fee that it behoves me now to fight on horfe- 
back , to encourage. my fould.ers to open that great Battalson of the ene- 
mies. And my willis that my men come forwards to me fo {oon as may 
be; for 1 will advance forward with a hundred thoufand foormen, fifty 
thonfand npon each of my two wings, and inche midft of them, forty 
thoufand of my beft horfemen : and my pleafure 1s, that, after I have 
tried the force of thefe mes, they come back unto my Avantguard, of 
whom I will difpofe, and fifty thoufand horfemen more in three bodies, 
whom thon (halt command, which I will affift with eighty thoufand 
horfe, whereis (hall be mine own perfon, having an\ hundred thon- 
{and footmen behind me, who (hall march intwo Squadrons: and 
for may Areveward 1 appoint forty thoufand hor{e , and fifiy-thon- 
fand footmen, who {hall not march but to my aid: And I will make 
choice of ten thonfand of my belt horfe, whom L will fend into every

place where I {hall think, needful withia my Army, for to impart my 


commands. 

Over the firft forty thoufand horfe, the Prince of Ciarchidz 
commanded, overthe formoftfoormen was the Lord Syzopes, a 
Gexovars,kinfman to Axalla and his Lieutenant over the foormen, 
a Captain of greateltimation: The Prince Avalla’s charge con- 
fited of five fquadrons of horfemen: Bajazet’s Army alfo being 
fair and erear, came bravely (tillon forwards towards their ene- 
mies,who {tirred nota whic from the place which they had chofen 
for che battel, except certain light-horfemen,Seythians, Parthians 
and A4ufcovstes, who being fent out as loofe men, horly skirmithed 
between thetwo Armies.7 amerlane was informed by a Spie, thar

Bajazet was on foot in che mice‘t of rhirry thoufand Janizaries,his. . 
principal men of War, and greateft firength, amoneft whom he - 


meant that day to fight, and in whom he had repofed his greateft 
hope.His battel of horfe was very fair, amounting. to the number 
of one hundred and forty choufand, all old fouldiers:: che Sultan of 
Egypt alfo had featto his aid chirty thoufand Mamelukes , all 
excellent good horfemen, with thirty choufand foormen;. fo thar 
his Army marching all:in a fronr, in che form ofa half Moon, 
feemed almoftas great as Tamerlane’s: Thele Turks, with inf- 
nite number of horrible cries, fill advanced forwards, Pamserlanes: 
fouldiers all the. while ftanding fill with great filence,.. Never 
| E 3 | 
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wasthere a more furious charge then the Tarks gave upon the 
Prince of Ciarchaw, who was commanded not to fighe «ill the - 
enemy came unto him: neither could there have been chofen 
afaiter Plain, and wherethe skilful choice of the place, gave lefs 
advantageeicher to the one orto other only Damerlaxe had a River 
on the left fide of his Army, ferving him to fome {mall advantage. 
Now this young Prince of Crarchax,with his forty thoufand horfe, 
was in the firft encounter almoft wholly overthrown ; yer having — 
fought right valiantly, and entred even into the midft of the Ja-. 
nizaries (where the perfon of Bajaxet was) putting them into dif. 
order, he was himfelf there flain. About which time Ayalla fer 
upon them with his{quadrons, but noc with the like danger: for 
having overthrown one of theenemies wings, and cut itall co 
pieces, and his foormen coming to joyn with him, as was appoint- 
ed, he faced the Battalion of the Janizaries, who right valiantly . 
behaved cthemfelves for the fafety of their Prince. This furious 
fight continued an hour, and yet you could not have feen any fcat- 
cered, but the one {till refolurely fighting againft the other. You 
might there have feen the horfemen like mountains rufhing to- 
gether, and infinite numbers of men dying, crying, lamenting,and 
chreatning allac the fame inftanc. 

Tamerlane had patience all this while ro fee the event of this fo 
mortal a fight: but perceiving his men at laftto begin to give 


ground, he fence ten thoufand of his horfe to joyn withthe ren 
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thoufand appointed for the Rereward, commanding them to affilt 
him when they faw that he had need, and fo himfelf gave a furious 
Charge,ind made them to give him room, caufing the foormen al- 
fo to charge, over whom the Prince of Thavass commanded, who 
gavea gallant chargeupon the Battalion of Janizaries, wherein 
was yer the perfon of Bajazet,who before had fultained a great bur- 
den. NowBajazet hadin his Army a great number of Mercinary 
Tartars, called Deftenfes, with many thoufands of other fouldiers 
taken up in the Countries of the poor exiled AZahometan Princes, 
in whofe juft quarrel, andthe GreekEmperors, Tamerlane had 
chiefly undertaken that war. Thefe Tartarians and other fouldiers, 
feeing, fome their friends,and other fome their natural and loving 
Princes in Tamerlanes Army,(tricken wich the terrour of difloyal- 
ty,and abhorring the cruelty of che proudTyrant,in the heat of che 
battel, revolred from Bajazet to theirown Princes, which much 
Weak- 
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weakned Bajazets forces: who neverchelefs with hisown men of 
War,efpecially the Janizaries, and the help of the Chriftian foul- 
diers brought to his aid from Servia, and other places of Ewrope, 
with great courage maintained the fight: Buc che multituce rather 
then true valour prevailed ; for as much as might be done by vali- 
ant and couragious men, was by the Janizaries,- che Mamelukes, 
and the reft performed, both forthe prefervation of their Prince, 
and for gaining the victory: But in the end the horfemen with 
whom Tasserlane himfelf was, giving a frefh charge, and his A- 
vantguard being rallied and joyning with him, he with much ado 
obrained the Victory. 

Bajazet himfelf being wounded, when he faw all defperate , 
mounted on Horfeback,thinking to have efcaped : but falling into 
Axalla’s hands, he yielded himfelf to him, fuppofing him to have 

‘been Tamerlaneneither did Axalla for a while: know him,but took 
him for fome great Commander in the Tarks Army. A4ufa, fir- 
named Zelabi, or the Noble, one of Bayazetsfons, with divers 

-others of his greatCaptains were there taken alfo;and amoneft the 
re(t,Georg,Defpot of Servia,who,notwithftanding his misfortune 

had chat day by his valour gained che reputation of a great and va- 
fianc Caprain,infomuch as Z anserlane in the very heat of the batcel 
marvelled to fee him and his Servians, and the other Chriftians 
thac he had brought to che aid of Bajazer, to fight fo valiancly ; 
whereupon turning to fome of his Captains that were near him, he 
faid, See how valiantly thefe Religious fight, fuppofing them by their 
firange attire to have been fome of the Tarks fuperttitious Vora- 
ries. Buc the Defpot being now taken, and afterwards brought to 
Tamerlane, he was by him courceoufly entertained ; yet wichal re- 
proved, for chat he had affifted Bajazet again(t him,who was come 
in favour co the Chriftian Emperor,and the other poor oppreffed 
Princes, {uch asthe Defpot himfelf was: who thereupon boldiy 
anfwered, That indeed it was not according to his profeffion, bat ac- 
cording to the profperity of Bajazet, unte whons it feemed that all the 
world {hould bend, and that he did it for his own [afety: Whereupon 
Tamerlane excufed him, and without any more ado, gave him li- 

~berty at his own pleafure to ceparr. 

Bajazet himfelf being afterwards brought to Tamerlane as a pri- 
foner,was by him courteoufly encercained, who never {hewed any 
roken of fubmilfion at all,but according co his proud nature, with- 
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out refpect of his prefentitace, an{wered him prefumptuoufly to 
Bajazets proud Whatever hedemanded of him: Wherevvith Tamerlane being 
behaviour, — fomewhat moved, told him thar it vvas in his povver to rake his 
life trom him 3 wwhereto he anfvvered no more, but Do it, for that. 
lef’s will be may greateft happinef. se Then Tamerlane cemanded cf 
bum, what made him fo proud as to enterprize to bring fo noble 
a Prince as the Greek Emperor into his fubjeétion ? He an{vvered, 
Even the fame cafe which moved thee to invade me, namely the defire 
of glory ana fovereignty. But vvherefore then (faid Tamerlane ) dott 
thou ule fuch cruelcy tovvards them vvhom thou overcomelt,with- 
our refpect of Age or Sex? That did J (laid he) toftrike the greater 
error into maine enemies. nif 
Then did Damerlane ask him if he had ever given thanks. to God 
Leoncla.in Of making him fo great an Emperor? No ({{aidhe) J never fo 
edit. Annal, ##ch as thought upon any {uch thing. Then fatd Tamerlane, lis ro 
Turk, vvonder that foungtateful a man thould be made a fpeétacle cf 
Note. mifery. For you (faich he) being blind ofameye, andI lame ofa 
leg, vwvas there any wvorthin us, that God fhould fet us over tvvo 
fuch greac Empires, to. command fo many.men far more vyorthy 
then our felves?Buc, faid Tamerlane,wvhat vvouldit thou have done 
vith me if ic had been my lor ro have falleninro thy hands, as 
chou art novvin mine ? J would( {aid Bajazet )have exclofed thee ix 
aCage of Iron, and [0 have carried thee up and down in Triumph 
Lex Talionis, through my Kingdom. Even {o (faid Tamerlane) fhale thou be 
ferved: And fo caufing him ro be caken outof hisprefence, turn- 
ing to his followvers, he faid, Behold a proud and cruel man, vvho 
deferves to be chaftifed accordingly,and to be made an example to 
all the proud and cruel of the vvorld, of the juftvvrach of God 
| againftthem. I acknowvledge that God this day hath delivered 
' ‘into my hands a great enemy, to vvhom therefore vve muttre- 
| Tamerlanes ture thanks, vvhich he alfo caufed publickly to be performed the 
Piety. fame day ; for the battel vvas ended about four a clock, and there 
were divers hours yet of day-light.The next day he caufed che dead 
to be buried, vvhere amongft the reft vvas found the body of the 
| Prince ofCiarchan dead in the midft of the Janizaries,vvhere he lay 
i enclofed vvich their dead bodies, fhevving that he died not unte- 
| venged, -vvhofe untimely death Tamerlane much lamented, cau- 
fing his. dead body to be Embalmed,& vvith tvvo thoufand horfe, 
and divers Turkifh prifoners chained together, to be conveyed to 
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Samercand unull his coming thicher. All other dead bodies were, The dead bu- 


wich all honourthat misht be, buried at Sexnas. 

This great bloudy batrel was fought in the yeer of our Lord, 
1397. not far from mount Srella ( where formerly the great King 
Mithridates was by Pompey the Great, in a great bittel over- 
thrown.) It continued from feven a clock in the morning till four 
inthe afrernoon; victory as ic were all che while hovering with 
doub: ful wings over both Armieés,as uncerrain whefe.to fightjun- 
ubaclength che fortune of Tamerlane prevailed’s-whofe Wifdom, 
next unto God, give him chat daies vidtory’s for chat the ‘politick 
tiring of che {trong Forces of Bayazet, was the fafecuird'of his 
own; whereas ifhe had gone unto the bittelinone front, afluredly 
the multicude finding fuch {trong oppofition, “had pucic felfin- 
to confufion, but chis fucceffive manner of aiding his men, madé 
them all unto him profitable. The number of thefhin is vari- 
oufly reported. The Turks themfelves fay that Bajazet loft there 
his noble Son Afuffapha, wich two hundred tkoufind of his men, 
and Z amerlane not.many fewer: Others fay, chic che Turks lott 
about fixcy choufand, and Tamerlane not paft twenty choufand. 
Bu likely ic is, that che carnage wasvery great in fo longa fight 
betiveen two fuch Armies as probably never beforé met ina field 
together, cre : |

his fo many vircues, & rare endowments, which made him famous 
thorow the world, did oblige him che more hereunto, and thac 
therefore he would atrend him in his chief City, co deliver it into 
- his handsas his own,cogether with all the Empire of Greece. 
Now thefe Ambafladours expe&ted no lefs than to fallinro the 
bondage of Tamerlane, judging that which they offered to be fo 
great and delicate a morfel, as chat ic vould not be refufed, efpe- 
cially of fuch a victorious Prince as vvas Tamerlane ; and char che 
acceptance thereof in kindnefs and friendthip was the be(t bar- 
ganethey could make therein. But they received an anfvver from 
this vwvorthy Prince far beyond their expe@tations For he wvithia 
mild countenance beholding them, anfvvered thus, That he vvas 
not come from fo far'a Country nor undertook {uch paines for the 
enlargement of his dominions, big*eriouzh already ( too bafe'a 
thing for himto put himfelfinto fo great danger, and hizard-for ) 
but rather co vvin honour, and to make his name famous to future 
pofterities : And that he would make it appear ro the World that 
he came to affift their Mafter as his Friend and Ally at his requeft: 
and that his upright intentions theréin were the greateft caufe 
that God from above had f:voured him,and mide bim infrumen- 
cal. co bruife the head of che greareft and fierceft enemy of man- 
kind that vvas under heaven sand therefore to get him an immor- 
cal name, his purpofe vas to make free fogrear and flourifhing a 
City. as vvas Conffantinople, governed by fo noble and ancient an 
houfeas the Emperours. That he had alwaies joyned faich rohis 
courage, which fhould never {uffet him to make fo greaca breach 
into his reputation, asthacit fhouldbe reported of him, chitin 
che colour of a Friend he fhould come to a, ee 
of his Ally. » That he defiredno more, but chat the fervice he ha 
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done for the Greek Emperor mighe remain for ever engraven in 
the memory of his.pofterity, tothe end they might for ever with 
well co him and his fueceffors, by che remembring the.good he had 
done for them: That he wifhed thac long might che noble Em- | 
perour live, happily to govern his eftace, and that before his recurn, — 
he would-fo well confider for the eftablithing of :the fame, ‘as chat 
he fhould not lightly fall intoche fame jeopardy. ; 
_ Eafie itis ro, judg what joy che Ambafladors ‘did conceive upon 
hearing this fo gracious an anfwer from che mouth of Tamerlane, 
whos rather chan he would break his Faith, refufed an Empire of- 
feredhim, together with one of the {tarelieft, and magnificenteft 
Cities in the world. After the ceftification of rheir joy and think- 
fulnefs, thefe Ambaffadors were by the command of Tamerlane 
royally featted by Awalla, having all the honour done co chem 
The Ambaffa- thar might be. And one‘of them being fent back to carry thisun- 
doursdifmificd, ex seéted news tothe E nperor, filled both himand allthe Ciryof 
ConfPantinople with exceeding joy and gladnefs, which both:he,and 
all his {ubjeéts ceftified by making of Bonefires,and other figns of . 
The Greek; _ Joy and pleafure, And the Emperonr, tae more co fhew his graii- 
Emperour —_ tude, by the advice of. his Counfellours, pafled over the ftreit into » 
comestohim. 9 44.0 fee Tamerlane in Prufa,and in perfon himfelf to givehim — 
thanks ; who hearing of his coming, and being glad thereof, pre- 
fencly fent Prince Axal/a to meet him, and to cercifie him of che .

only to preferve fo norable a City from fire and fword.In the Greek 


Emperour he grearly commended his mild nature and courtefie, 
who knowing that above ail things he took pleafure in fair fervice- 


able horfes, gave unto him thirty of che fairelt, ftrongeft, and rea- 
dieft thar were poffibly to be gotten, all moft richly furnifhed - He» 


fent likewife great prefents to all the Princes, and gte1cCom- 
manders of the Army, and bountifully caufed robe delivered to 
‘them all things which he thought neceffary for the Army: So.after 
thefe creat kindneffes,and a ftriét bond of friendfhip made, and by 


folemn Oath confirmed by thefe cwo great Princes, Tamerlane 


with great contentment took leave of the Emperour,and returned 
to-his Army at Prufa, wherewith now at pleafure he fpoiled and 


watted all.the dominions of Bajezet in Afia, noman daring to. 


make head againit him.

In this great war theSultan of Egype ( as we faid before) had 
aided Bajazet, which Tamerlane took in fo evil part that he re- 
folved revenge : For as tohis Friends he was moft kind and cour- 
teous, fo tohis Enemies moft cerrible and dreadful. Yet before 


his departure he reftored to the poor CMabomeran Princes thar

better. This proud anfwer made Tamerlane keep a ftriéter’ hand 










had fled to him for refuge, all their ancient Inheritances, with . 


fomething more out of bounty; as alfo he did divers Cities 
and Countfies of Natolsa to the Greek Emperour for the yearly 


tnibuce of four hundred thoufand Ducats of Gold, and eight 


hundred thoufand Franks of Silver. And thus having enriched 
his Army withthe {poiles of che Ortomas Empire, he turned his 
Forces againft the Egyptiax Sultan, and fo palling chorow Cara- 
mana, heentredinto Syria, then part of the Sultans Kingdom; 
where nearunto Aleppo ( before yielded to him ) there was fought 
betwixt chem a great and mortal batrel, the Sultan having in his 
Army ahundred thoufand foc, and feventy four thoufand horfe; 
whereof ‘there were thirry thoufand Mameluks, accounted the 
belt horfemenin the world, In which battel Axalla, with the 
Avantguard: of Tamerlane’ss Army, was hardly diftreffed, and 
Avallahimfelf caken, -buc prefently refcued by Tamerlane, who 
had he not by his coming on with freth Forces {peedily reftored 


: che bacrel, chat day was: like enough to have put a period'to his 


fortunes : Bur vitory after along and cruel fight ¢ wherein were 
eighty thoufand of both fides flain ) inclining to Lamerlane, the 
Sulcan fled 7 amserlane purfuing him for che {pace of 'threé leaoues. 
After this victory Tamserlane dividing his Army, fent Axal/e with 
forty choufand:horfe, and fifty thoufand foot to purfue theSultan 
along the Séa-coaft of Arabia ; The Sultan made divers Allrs with

ouc again{t him: So hac moft of them dying of famine, the reft 
yielded at pleafure, and were moft of chem put tothe {word for 
— their obftinacy ; which feverity of his caufed all che Cities within 
the {pace of chirty leagues co bring their Keyes co him in token of 
their fubmiffion,whom he no way molefted,otherwife than in con- 
cributing to che charge of his Army. 


From thence he turned directly cowards Fersfalens,xat which yamerlane 
. time they of the City had turned ouc the Sultans Garrifon, as had goes to Jerus 


almott all they of Padea, fubmitting themfelves unto Tamerlane ; falem. 


at Chorazin was a Garrifon of fix choufand, who at firlt pretended 
to defend the places but when they perceived that Zapserlane 
was refolved to haveir, they fubmicted, and found mercy. There 
Tamerlane lefc a Garrifon of -his own:toreprefs the Mameluks, 
who with frequencincurfions croubled his Army. Himfelf with 


fome of his horfemen rode to Fernfalens tovific the Sepulchre fo His Piety. 


much reverenced of all Nations: By the Inhabitants he was joy- 
fully received,and having fought out all che antiquities of that an- 
cient City, he would be conducted to all the places where Chri(t 
had preached, and coming to the Sepulchre, he gavethere many 
rich gifts, to che great. content of all, onlyche Fes much blamed 
him for fo doing, but he reguarded chem nor, calling them the ac- 
curfed of God: There had he news that theSulran, having eache- 
red together all his. Forces,was fortifying his Cities in Eg ypr,efpe- 
clally eMlexandria, and the Grand Cater ; whereupon Tamerlane 
commanded his Army to march cowards Egype coDamietta,which 
frong City he thought not good to leave behind him, chough by 
fome he was perfwaded fo to do,for that it was thought impregna- 
ble, both by reafon of che ftrong Caftle, and great Garrifon pla- 


ced therein by che Sultan: But he whofe forcune nothingcould - 
hinder, would needs go thither : And having commanded Avalla 
to attempt it, followed himfelf after wich the reft of his 
Army. 


Now 
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Now Availa having (unmoned tne City, ceclated to the in- 
hybicancs ( who were'moft of chem Chriftians ) che mildnefs, and 
courrefie of Tamerlane, as alfo who himfelf, and of what Reli- 
gion he was ; caufing many of bis Greek Captains to {peak to 
them, and co cell chem, what mifery they endured under the 
(Moors and Mameluks, which fo far prevailed wich chem thie 
they refolved to adventure their lives to put che Mameluks out of 
the City ; and che night after taking Armes, made themfelves 
Multers of one quarter of the City, opening one of the gates to. 
Axalla, whereby he entring, put all che Mzmeluks to the {word, 
or took them prifoners,and fo became Mafter of that ftrong City: 
Whercot Tamerlane hearing, hoped by fo profperous a beginning 
to find an happy end of his warsin Egype. For he knew chat the 
havenof Damietra mighcfurnith him with vituals out of all 'parrs 
of Greece,as the EmperorE mmannel had promifed him,and where- 
in he nothing faledhim. Then did Tamerlane enter the City, 
leaving therein aGuarrifon of two thoufand of the Emperour of, 
Greece his {ouldiers, with a Governour, of whom he took an oath 
for their obedience. And having ftaida while ar Damsietta, he 
caufed his Avanrguard'to match towards Alexandria, atid having: 
paffed overthe River, he {uddenly turned direétly towards Grand 
Caire, to the great aftonifhment of the Sultan, who provided 
for the defence of Alexandria as neereft tothe Enemy: But an-- 
derftanding this nevvs, ufed fuch diligence that he entred into 
Caire, vvith forcy thoufand horfe, and fixty thoufand foot, even’ 
as Tamerlanes Army approached toit. By this unexpected com- 
ing of the Sultan, che great City that before vvas ready to have 
revolted, was again confirmed in his obedience, to the great pre- 
Judice of Tamerlanes affairs: For to remain long before it vvas 
impoflible, chorovv.vvant of victuals for fo great an Atmy in an 
Enemies.Country. Yet this difcouraged not'Tamsertane from ap- 
proaching tovic,. and wvith all his Army to encamp ‘neer tito the 
fame, having caufed a great trench to be made for the fecuricy of 


_ his horfemen, ‘and therein to lodge his Army more‘fafely : during 


vvhich time he caufed divers accemprs to be made, asvvellrotry 
the enemies confidence,as to fee hovv rheipeople of the City,efpe- 
ctally che flaves(vvhich in thac populous City are it great numbers) 
vvere affected tovvards him,vvho indeed vere old co fee rhe fare 
of his Army, and the proud Mameluks (till put to the vvorft, bue

farther ftirrednor. During this fiege, he chought good one day 
to draw forch his Army before the Cicy, to try whether the ene-

Sulcan fhould come forch with his Army, fome revolt mighe 
_ hippen ac che fame timein the City, as well by the flaves, unto 
_ whom by fecret Spies,he had promifed liberty, as by. the Citizens 





_ the Mamelukes, and by whom Tamserlane by the fame: Spies hid 
made ic known chat hecamenot co hure them, bur to deliver 
them from the tyranny of his, andtheir Enemies: But (tanding 
thus in battel array, none ftirred out of ‘the City, neicher was 
there any cumule raifed within, according as he expected: For 
the Sultan being plencifully provided with all chingsin char rich 
City, refolvedto weary out Tamerlane by lying ftill, and not to 
put allcoche hazird of a Battel. Tamserlane perceiving his De- 
fign, yecrefolved not co deparc cill he was victorious ; where- 
upon he thought fic alfo to accempc him in his greatelt Arenech, 
and in che heart of his ereareft City, chough ic could not be done 
without great hazard, fuch confidence had he in the Valour, 
and Multicude of his Army. Now his purpofe was firlt co rake 

~ one of the Cities (for Cire is divided into three) -and therein 
encamping himfelf, by liccle and lictle to advance forwards as 

 hecould find opportunity. Upon chisrefolution he commanded 
 aftrong affiult to begiven, and having conduted-his Footmen 

_ to the place chofen by him for che Onfec (for the City was-nore 

_ Walled, bur only fortified with Ditches and Trenches ) he 

_ commanded che Prince of Thazais wich fifty thoufand mento 

 beginthe Affaulc even in the face of rhe Enemy, which he moft 

_ Valantly performed, which occafioned a great and terrib'e fighc. 

_ Axallain the mean time deeming (asthe cruth was) chit the 

*Sulcan.had drawn: the greateft part of his Forces to chat place , 

_ ferched a Compafs about, andin another parc of che City, with 

{mall reftance pafled the Trenches, where he prefently lefc chir- 

cy thoufand mento fill upthe Dicches, thereby to mike way for 

the Horfemens entrance, himfelf with thereft, advancing for- 
~ wards again{t cwenty thoufandfenc by the Sulcanto oppofe his

»-almoft beacen back by the Mamelukes* But the Ditches being 
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 themfelves, who weremuch difcontented with the infolency of Policy. 
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prefencly levelled , ,ten-choufand horfemen entred, who charged. 
upon the backs of the Mamelukes, where the Sultan himfelf wass. 
they were likewife feconded by cenahonfand more feat in by Tae. 
Cairetaken,, ¢r/ane, himfelf following after with all his power:  Hereupon 
as ' the Sultan recrearedinto,a fecand Arength which he had madein, 
the nexc City, 
This fight continued full feven hours, wherein were flain of the: 
Sultans men, above fixreen thoufand, and of Famerlane’s between. 
feven and eight choufand.. Tamerlane being well contented thac 
he had diflodged his enemy, and gained one of the Cities, caufed 
a retreat co be founded, hoping the next day to win all che reft,as. 
indeed he did. For the next morning the Prince of Thanais ttorm- 
The Sultan i9gthe Trenches in one part, as dxata did in another, che Sule. 
flycth, «Cam. afer a great fighr finding -himfelf hardly preffed by the obfti- 
a: nareenemy, and unable longer to hold our, recreated, abandone. 
ing the City, and encamping himfelfalong che River Milus,  re-. 
folving to retire to the City of Alexandria his fecond ftreneth , 
Tamerlane 22d only refuge, which Tamerlane fufpecting, followed after him 
purfueth, with his Horfemen, (who only werein order) and fome few foor 
ve hardly drawn from the City, which their fellows were in plunder- 
ing, Tamerlane promifing them both ro regard, and reward their 
good tervice. Againft chefe che Sulcan upon a narrow cawie-way, 
had oppofed twelve or fifteen thoufand men to favour his paflage, 
who being of his beft Souldiers, maintained their ground ftoutly, _ 
the place being much. for. their advantages yet at length their. 
enemies {till encreafing, and prefling ard upon them, they were. 
A brave ree forced to.caltrhemfelves into the greac River, and made a moft, 
treat ofthe Honourable retreat, every man having his weapon: in one hand, 
Mamelukes, and {wimming wich che other hand rothe farcher bank. The Sul- 
| tan flying with about.eighteen rhoufand Horfe. ( the reft being ei= 
ther drowned,. or difperfed) is {aid co have comforted his flying.- 
i men, by telling chem, they were not men, but gods that had vans 
quifhed them.. ;

Was (traicly charged by open Proclamation: to revtre to his Quar- 
ters, Zamerlane would not fuffer any of che Ctuzens co be raken 
Prifoners, andfuch'as Were, he releafed, and fo leaving ren thou- 


fatid good Soutdiers, wich! many others that followed his Camp, 


for the Guard-of che City, and taking wirh him afl fuch perfons, as 
he thought might hurt him, he caufed his Army to pais over the 
River, and to followthe’Sulcan toAlexandria, that{o his Victo- 
ry might be compleated. 
Asallahatted before with the Avanreuard to hinder the Sul- 
. tan from gathering up his forces together: The reft of the Army 
was condu@ted by the Prince of Fhavats. Tamerlane himfelf 
with an infinite number of Boas, and’ many Souldiers to at- 
rendhim, wene by water. greatly delighting to behold chat fair 
Riverof Nilw, fometimes running with a {wife courfe ; other 
fometimes very calm, and fcarce moved. The Citizensof A- 
lexandria hearing’of his coming, and fearing the iffue, befoughe 
the Sultan to compaffionate cheir condition, and to withdraw 
himfelf into’ Lybia; whither Damerlawe could not follow him by 
reafon‘of the barrennefs of che Country : Refolving for their pares 
ro fubmitito fortune, and ‘to do as the,time requiteds yet promt- 
fing in heart to rémainhis, and co makeche fameto appear to 
him, fo fooras occafion fhould be offered. Hereupon the Sulcan, 
feeing all things defperate, ‘determined toretire, yet hoping thar 
time might bring a change, for chat’ Tamerlane’s .nunerous 
Army could noc long remain there: And fo departing out of 
Alexandria with Teats ftandinie in his eyes, he often faid, thac 
God was angry with him® and his People, fo thar he mutt of 
neceflity fuffer the fatal Overchrow of hiseftate; yer for his 
own part’ he had done as much as tp him lay, according to 
the Dury of his Place, and to fatisfie the Expectation that the 
world had of him,for che upholding of the fame. Norwirhftanding 
he hoped to teturn- again, and to deliver his People from Hac 
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bondage, which for the’ prefent they were neceffitated to fub-

Tamerlane coming to Alexandria ( before yielded to Asaila ) 


a purfues ftaid chere a great while, fending -4xalla to purfue the Sultan , 


being much grieved that he. could not get him inco his hands, and 
chetefore he ftill feared chat fome Innovation would be raifed by 
him after his departure, which made him to deal the more hardly 
wich them whom he fufpected co favour him. Now the bruic of 
thefe victories, having, with Axalla, pafledinto Lybia, brought 
fuch a fear, not only upon che Countries ad joyning to thefe Con- 
quefts, but alfo upon all Africa, fuppofing( chat J amerlane follow- 
ed wich che reft of his Army)chac twenty two of the. AZoors(h Kings 
fent their Ambaffadors co offer their fubjection and obedience to. 
him : Of the nearelt of which Kings Tamerlane took Hoftages, but 
for fuch as were more remote, he concenred himfelf with their 
faith given, and with other Teltimonies of their good wils, 4x- 
alla having long followed the Sultan, who like aman forfaken 
of Fortune, fill fled before him , feeing all his labour loft, 
returned to Alexandria. And T. amerlane after his long travel 
and pains taken, was now more defirous then ever to return 
into his own Countrey: The rather being moved thereunto 
by the earneft requeft of his Wife, much longing for his return : 
He had news alfo of the ficknefle of the old Emperour of 
Tartary, his Father in Law; and befides, Age ic felf began 
to bring unto him adefire of reft. With his did the defires of 
the Souldiers well agree, who were now Weary of running fo 
Many and divers Adventures. His only {tay was, chat he ex- 
pected the coming of Calsbes, an old and faithful fervanc of his , 
whom for hisgood defere he made choice of to govern all thefe 
hisnew conqueltsin Egype and Syria: A great honour indeed it 
was, butnot toogreat for him that had fo welldeferved. And | 
indeed Tamerlane was alwaies fo mindful of the good deferts of 
his faichful fervancs , that he needed not by others co be put in

Upon the coming of Calibes, Tamerlane made the Prince of

Zamalzan (aman of great repucation) Governour of that place, Calibes made 


as Licucenane General under Calibes, whom Tamerlane (as 
was faid before) had made his Vice-Roy over all Egypr, and Syria, 
rogether with the Countries newly conquered in Lybia and 
Barbary: He gave him alfo fx thoufand Horfes and ren thoufind 
Foor to affitt him therein: And fo leaving Alexandria, he took 
Calibes along with him to the great City of Caire, there caking 
the beft order he could for the fecuring of his new Conquefts : He 
Jefe with him forty thoufand Horfe, and fifty thoufand Foot : 
And having fufficiencly inftruéted him, how he would have thofe 
Kinedoms governed, difmfled him, not like a fervanr, but a 
companion,being very forry to leave him deftieure of his prefence: 
So fecting forwards with his Army, conducted by the Prince of 
Thavais, Tamerlane wich a few of his Train, turned again afide 
co Perafalem,where he daily vificed the Sepulcher of Chrif(whom 
he called che God of the Chriltians) viewing che ruines of So/o- 
mons Temple, which hemuch admired, and at Feru/alens the Seat 
of Davids Kingdom, and of that great Solomon, erieving that he 
could not fee them intheir former beauty; And: to thew his 
devotion and favour to this City, he commanded ir ro befree 
from all Garrifons and Subfidies, and fo giving ereat gifts co the 
Monafteries, he departed from thence to Damsafco ; which oreat 
Cicy, for thac ic was infected with the Opinions of Pezides (ac- 
counted an Arch-Heretick amongft the Muflulmen ) as alfo 
evil-affected to his Proceedings, he caufed it ‘to be rafed , 
andthe bones of Peardes the Falfe Prophet to be digged up and 
burnt, and his Sepulcher (which before by his Difciples was-much 
honoured) to be filled with dung ; andfo marching on, and blaft- 
ing che world before him, being victorious which way foever he 
turned, he at laft pafled over the River Euphrates, where he con- 
quered Aefopotamia, with the great City of Babylon, andall the 
Kingdom of Perfia, and fo at la(t laden wichthe fpoiles of the 
world, and erernized for everin his fame, he recurned to Samer- 
cand. the famous place of his Birch, and Glorious Seat of his 
Empire. 

Now had Bayazer (a liccle before one of che greareft Princes on 
earth, and now the Scorn of Fortune , and by-word to the 
world) with great impatiency lyen two yearsin moft miferable 
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thraldom, for che moft part fhuc up in aniron Cage, like a dan- 
gerous wild beaft: and having no better means to end his loathed 
lite, violently dafhed our his brains. agsinft che bats of theiron 
Grace wherein be was enclofed, and fo died about rhe year of our 
Lord 1399. His dead body at the requeft of his fon Adahomer,was 
by Tamerlane {ent to A(prapols, from which 1 was conveyed: to 
Prafa, and there liech buriedin a Chappel, buile for che’ purpofé 
without che Ctry Ealtward’: where‘alfo are interred che bodies of 
his bett beloved Wife De/pina, and: of his eldeft fon Erthogrul; 
and in another dirttle Chappel hard by, -lteth buried his: brother 
Jacup,whom he had murderedin the beginning of bis Reign. This 
Buyazet had fome Vertues, which were much obfcured by his cho 
lerick and wayward nature, which made him to exceed in cruelry 
and pride : He was alfo.very covetous ; which qualities made 
him indeed much feared, but fictle beloved of his: fouldiers: and 
men of war, by whom chereforein his grearett need-he was forfas 
ken, Heufedcommonly tofay, That bas Treafures were his Chils 
Arensmeat, and not his’ Souldiers Pay; which by way of reproach 
was by a common fouldier caft in his Teeth, when he raged to 
fee himfelf by. chem forfaken in that great battel againht Tamerlane, 
telling him ashe fled, That heran not away, but went tofeck his 
Pay, wherewith to provide his Children bread. 

Tamerlane,.aswe faid before, having ‘conquered Perfia, ufed his 
victory fo-mildly, that as long as he lived, che people of thae 
Countrey were alwaies much aftected to him 5 which ferved hiny 
greatly, as well for the keeping of Syria, as the Sulcaniof Egyprs 
Empire: In his owmCountrey he was received wich all Triumphs, 
and expreffions of joy that might be; the chiefeft prifoners:march= 
ing before him and wherefceverhe pafled, the people affembied 
themfelves by thoufands, praifing and finging his vidtories. The 
Emperor having fpent'a moneth ortwo in Feafis and Triumphs 
according to his accuftomed Devotion, he voweda Chirch and 
Hofpital unto God, the moft magnificent that might bedevifed + 
and cto beaurifie his City of Samercand, he fearched out all 
forts of Handicraftsemen, intending to. make it as large again. 
asit was, andone of the ftatelie(t Cities in the world: he peo- 
pled ir alfo with fo many feveral Nations as he had brought a- 
long with him, unto whom he gave liberty to build houfes, di- 
fributing money unto them to do the fame, giving them alfo at 
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kind of priviledges, and immunities for their encouragement 
therein: He caufed alfo the {treets co be plotted our, and in one 
corner.ofit he buile his Church and Hofpical.. His next care was 
to preferve thegood will and love of his famous fouldrers, whofe 
names he caufed co be Regiltred in a general Multer-Role, which 15.. tove to his 
she kept by him, and daily conferred honours and rewards upon soulgiers, 
chem (chey not thinking of tc) in recompence of their former good 

fervices:; chinking chac day loft wherein he did not fome good. 

Then did he declare che death of the old Emperor to his Council, 

(of which he had received private intelligence) and forgat no Ce- 

remony due unto his honour, publickly expreffing the grief he had 

‘conceived for his death. Then did he with his ordinary Court, con- He gocth es 
fiting of forty thoufand horfe, and fixty thoufand foot, fet for- wardsQuinlay 
wards cowards Quinfay, where his Emperefs was. And when he 

came to Cambala, he had intelligence of a battel fought by Odmar 

again{t che Kine of Chima’s Captain General, and how he had pur- 

fued his victory, having taken three or four great and rich Cities, 


and that the Chisors did agin defire peace. Hereupon he {ent Odmars viéo.,

Ceremonies finifhed,he returned to Cambaluwhere hef pent che 
Winter in Tilts, Turnamen:s,Hunting,8¢ fuch like Recreations : _ 
The racher becaafe this place was near to¢ bisa, whereby he had 
the fitter opportunity to.hear how Affairs pafled there, purpofing 
to go thither in perfon the nexe Winter, 1f Odwsar that Summer 
didnot make an end of the Wars: and if the King of China did 

not fubmic himfelf to his Obedience. The Markhe fhotacnow 
being only to keep that which by his valour he had won, dering 
to {pend che reft of his life in reaping the fruits of his hardtravels, 
and former labours.

keep no promife longer then it thould ftand wich his own incereft. 
This King of China was aftonifhed to behold fo many Souldiers, 
and the Countrey fo well replenifned with peoples andabove | 
all, that chey ufed fo little curioficy and riches in their apparel, ef- 
pecially wondring cthac the Emperor himfelf was apparelled in 
Tamerlane’s pean cloth of one colour, without curiofity. 
plain apparel. Shortly afver Tamerlane went to Quinfay, and by the way was. 
met by Prince Axalla, and all the chief Lords and Citizens; who ~
